RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. 


OF THE SOCIETY. 


I. This Institution, which has for its object the spiritual welfare of the Jews, 
shall be denominated—‘‘ THE LONDON SocIETY FOR PROMOTING CHRISTIANITY 
AMONGST THE JEWS :”’ and shall be conducted by a Patron or Patrons, Vice- 
Patrons, a President, Vice-Presidents, Trustees, Secretaries, a Committee, and 
such Officers as may be considered necessary, being members of the Established 
Church of England or of the Church of Ireland, or (if foreigners) of a Protestant 
Church. 


II. Public worship, and the education of the Children under the Society, within 
the United Kingdom, shall be conducted in strict conformity with the principles 
and formularies of the Established Church. 


III. All questions relating to matters of ecclesiastical order and discipline, re- 
specting which a difference shall arise between any Colonial Bishop, or any Bishop 
of the Established Church of England or of the Church of Ireland, in foreign 
parts, and the Committee of the Society, shall be referred to the Archbishops and 
Bishops of the Established Church of England and the Church of Ireland, whose 
decision thereon shall be final. 


IV. It shall not be the object of the Society to grant temporal aid to adult 
Jews out of its General Fund: a separate fund, however, may be opened for 
that purpose, in which case moneys subscribed for such temporal relief shall 
be appropriated by a Special Committee, appointed by and out of the General 
Committee ;—Provided always, that nothing in this law shall be considered 
as a hindrance to the prosecution of the following objects,—The Hospital and 
School of Industry at Jerusalem. 


OF MEMBERS. 


VY. Annual Subscribers of one Guinea and upwards (or if Clergymen, Half-a- 
Guinea), and every person collecting to the amount of Fifty-two Shillings per 
Annum and upwards, shall be Members of the Society, during the continuance 
of their Subscriptions or Collections ; Donors of Ten Guineas and upwards, and 
Clergymen making Congregational Collections to the amount of Twenty Pounds 
(this applies only to Collections made upon one and the same day) shall 
be Members for life; and upon any Legacy paid to the Treasurer (who is 
empowered to give discharges for all Legacies bequeathed to the Society), the 
Executors who have administered shat) be Members for life, calculating at the 
rate of Fifty Pounds for each Executor ; and in case the Legacy shall not amount 
to a sufficient sum to extend the privilege to all, preference shall be given to the 
first named in the Will. ; 


OF GENERAL MEETINGS. 


Vi. An Annual Meeting of the Members of the Institution shall be held in 
London on the Thursday succeeding the first Wednesday in May, except when 
such date falls on Ascension Day, when another day may be chosen. At this 
Meeting a Report shall be made of the proceedings of the Society during the past 
year, the Accounts presented, and a Committee and other officers appointed. 

VII. An Anniversary Sermon, or Anniversary Sermons, shall be preached at 
some Church, or Churches, in London by a Clergyman, or Clergymen to be ap- 
pointed by the Committee.

VIII. A Special General Meeting of the Members shall be called at any time 
by direction of the Committee, or on the requisition of Ten Members of the 
Society, by a letter addressed to the Secretaries specifying the object of such 
Meeting ; ten days’ notice shall be given, in three public papers, of such intended 
Meeting, and of the object for which it is called ; which notice shall be deemed 
sufficient. Not less than nine Members shall constitute a quorum. No Member 
shall be entitled to vote whose Subscription shall be one year in arrear. In case 
of an equality of votes, the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote. 


IX. None of the Rules of this Institution shall be repealed or altered, nor any 
new ones established, but at the Annual General Meeting, or at a Special General 
Meeting called for that purpose ; neither shall such new Rules, or repeal, or altera- 
tion, be valid, until confirmed by a subsequent Annual or Special General Meeting. 


OF THE COMMITTEE. 

X. The Committee shall be chosen annually at the General Meeting, and 
shall consist of not less than eighteen or more than twenty-four Lay Members 
of the Established Church of England or of the Church of Ireland (besides 
Members ex officio), and of all such Clergymen as shall have been five years 
Members of the Society, or may hereafter be elected by the Committee. Of the 
Lay Members, eighteen of those who have most frequently attended during the 
last year, shall be re-eligible. If twenty-four shall not be elected at the General 
Meeting, the Committee shall have power, if they think fit, to fill up that number, 
and from time to time to supply all vacancies occasioned by death or resignation 
from the general body of Subscribers. 

XI. The Patron, or Patrons, Vice-Patrons, President, Vice-Presidents, 
Trustees, Treasurer, and Secretaries shall be considered (ex officio) Members of 
all Committees. 


XII. The Committee shall meet once in every month, or oftener, if needful 
(five being a quorum): and every Meeting shall be opened and concluded with 
an appropriate form of prayer. 

XIII. The office of sole Patron shall be reserved for his Grace, the Primate of 
all England, if he shall accept it ; but if his Grace shall not accept the same, the 
Committee shall nominate a Patron, or Patrons, as well as the Vice-Patrons, 
President, Vice-Presidents, Trustees, Treasurer, Secretaries, and other such 
officers as they shall deem beneficial to the interests of the Institution; and shall 
also nominate such persons as may have rendered services to the Society, either 
Country or Foreign Directors, or Honorary Members, as the circumstances may 
require, such nominations of the Committee to be subject to the approval of the 
first General Meeting. 

XIV. The Committee shall elect at their first Meeting in every year, either 
from among themselves, or other Members of the Institution, such standing 
Sub-Committees as shall be found necessary, and from time to time such special 
Sub-Committees as occasion may require. 

XV. The Committee shall annually elect two Members from among them- 
selves and three from the general body, for the purpose of auditing the Accounts 
of the Institution ; three of whom shall constitute a quorum. 

XVI. All orders made for payment on account of the Society shall be signed 
in Committee, by two Members of the Committee, and countersigned by one of 
the Secretaries.

REVIEW OF THE YEAR 


for the year 1909—1910. 


READ AT THE ANNUAL MEETING IN THE CHURCH HOUSE, 
WESTMINSTER, S.W., ON MAY 12TH, IQIO. 


HE Centenary of the Society, which 
reached its climax last year im ane large 
and enthusiastic gathering in the Chur ch, 
House on F ebruary 15, has left its 
distinct mark on Jewish missions. A 
spirit of prayer has been aroused, and 
from all parts an increasing volume of 
intercession is ascending from earnest 
people who have been taught of God to 

pray for the salvation of the Jews. Where the printed 

message of the Gospel is rejected, where even the Word 
of God cannot go, the prayer of faith can influence the 
individual who cannot be reached in other ways. 


Increasing intercession. 

This rising tide of prayer is not confined to Great 
Britain; in China and Japan converts from heathenism 
meet together to pray for the peace of Jerusalem, and the 
promised blessing has confessedly come into their lives. 
As one result, the general feeling throughout the Jewish 
mission field is that there are more Jews and Jewesses 
than ever believing im’ our Lorp as the _ promised 
Messiah. As one missionary has said, ‘‘ If He were to 
come there are many Jews who would know Him and 
go to meet Him gladly.” Fear of man and the many 
difficulties in the way of converts earning a livelihood 
restrain scores from being baptized. 


Converts baptized. 
In spite of this, with intense thankfulness to Almighty 
God we record that many converts were enabled to confess 
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their faith in Baptism. Some of these were willing to 
share the sweet lot of fillimg up that which is behind of 
the afflictions of Christ. For not a few haye dared to 
face the shame of bearing His Cross, though they have 
also tasted the glory for His sake. For their brave 
testimony we praise God, and call upon our friends 
everywhere to seek the gift of remembrance, and to pray 
more fervently that Jewish souls may be found of the 
Lorp on that day when He shall gather His jewels 
together. Then 


«« .,.some shall enter the haven wide, 
Full sail on the breast of a glorious tide: 
And some shall come 
To our golden home, 
Sore battered and spent from an angry seu. 
But thou shalt count them one by one 
And leap for joy as they greet the sun 
For God has gathered them all to thee.” 


Boys’ school at Safed. 


Since last year £1,000 has been voted from the Pan- 
Anglican Thankofferimg Fund for the purchase of the 
land and for the establishing of a school for boys at 
Safed; a very great need has thus been met. 


New church at Safed. 


The plans for the much needed church at Safed are 
now before the Turkish authorities, and when the 
Firman is granted, the building will be begun. The 
cost has been very largely provided in Ireland our 
always generous Sister Isle. 


Safed hospital. i 

Through the gifts of several kind friends, the out- 
patients’ waiting room has been enlarged, and a gate-house 
built, to meet the need for attending to special and urgent 
cases. 
Jerusalem Hospital. 

The cost of providing award for children (girls)has been 
supplied through the munificent gift of an anonymous 
friend, in memory of his wife who suddenly died. during 
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a visit to Jerusalem. ‘The house for the second medical 
missionary has been begun and will be finished as soon 
as funds are given for the purpose. 


Jerusalem boys’ school. 


The new dining hall has been built and is proving a 
most useful addition for the general purposes of the mis- 
sion as well as for the boys. 


Jerusalem, house for lady workers. 


Through the kindness of a friend a house has been 
built for some of the lady missionaries, supplying 2 very 
great need. 


Jerusalem, house of industry. 


A Fund is being raised, mainly through the Norfolk 
and Norwich Auxiliary, to enable a new house of industry 
to be built in Jerusalem. The work has so grown in 
connexion with this most useful handmaid to more direct 
missionary effort, that enlargement is compulsory. The 
Centenary Fund provided some of the cost, which will 
also be partly met by the sale of the present premises. 


Constantinople school. 


The building of the new girls’ school has “been begun 
and will, it is hoped, be finished this summer. 


Bucharest school. 


The absolute need of enlarging the school for upper 
class Jewish children at Bucharest, has been met by ,a 
loan, to repay which asinking fund has been established, 
though it is earnestly hoped that this loan will also be 
replaced by special donations. God has most signally 
blessed this evangelistic effort, and spiritual results are 
justifying the venture of faith. 


Spread of the Word of God. 


The fund for the purchase of New Testaments has 
been generously increased by the gifts of those who 
realize that special effort is called for now, in order to 
supply the manifestly growing demand for this part of 
the Word of God, by Jews who throughout our mission- 
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field are really studying it, in their search after peace of 
soul. We are grateful too for the gift of a friend for the 
printing of St. Paul’s sermon, as recorded in Acts xiii. 
16—41, providing ten thousand copies in each of the 
three languages, Hebrew, Yiddish and Judzo-Spanish. 
It is most striking that the distribution of this has met 
with the same reception as it did when spoken at 
Antioch in Pisidia. . It is still true, ‘‘ My Word is like 


a hammer.” 
Zionism. 


Amongst the Jews there have been some important 
movements. The ninth Zionist Congress was held at 
Hamburg. The present condition of this awakening of 
Jewry is threefold. There is the strong Zionist party, 
which will have no other aim than national restoration 
to Palestine. Then there is the Jewish Territorial 
Organization, familiarly known as the LT.O., and 
presided over by Mr. Zangwill, the cynosure of which is 
to find a haven of refuge for the Jews, anywhere 
in the world, preferably under the British flag. And 
there is the new Jewish Colonizing Association, for 
short called the I.C.A., from the initial letters, which 
aims at the formation of colonies of Jews in Mesopotamia. 


Jewish Commentary on the Gospels. 


Another remarkable event in the Jewish world has 
been the publication in two volumes on the Synoptic 
Gospels, by Mr. Claude G. Montefiore. Though this book, 
from the orthodox Christian point of view, 1s far from 
satisfactory—even sad—yet it has in it some exceedingly 
pointed sentences, one of which is ‘‘Jesus is the 
Gospel.” This drawing of the Jewish heart to the 
magnificent personality of our Lorp cannot but be most 
thankfully recognized by those who are praying for the 
day when the Jews will see the Sun of Righteousness 
arise with healing in His wings—healing to their 
sin-stricken nation. For then shall Jacob rejoice in 


Him and Israel shall be glad. 
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Mesopotamia. 


The eyes of the Jewish people are now directed to 
this part of Western Asia, which is being watched with 
the profoundest interest. The irrigation works there, 
which will make fertile three million acres for growing 
corn, and the projected connecting of Baghdad by 
railway with the Mediterranean by Sir William Willcocks 
at the instance of the Turkish Government, will bring 
the land of the Euphrates and the Tigris once again 
- before the world of trade and commerce. When too the 
prophecy of Zephaniah iii. 10 is called to mind, this move- 
ment of the Jews toward the land (Cush) from which Ab- 
raham first started, at the bidding of the Lorp, to go into 
the land of Canaan, is indeed of the deepest importance. 


Missionary journey. 


In view of future reopening up of missionary work 
amongst the Jews in Mesopotamia, the Committee 
acceded to the request of Mr. Garland, the valued 
missionary of the Society at Isfahan, to return there 
vid Baghdad, in order to evangelize the Jews in that 
great city and neighbourhood, where about 80,000 
children of Israel are still living, the remains of the 
great captivity. The extra cost of this missionary 
journey has kindly been defrayed by the gift of a friend 
of the Society. 


Ladies’ Union. 


Amongst the various agencies of the Society which 
have been most helpful handmaids to its missionary 
work, mention must be made of the Ladies’ Union, 
under the thoughtful and sympathetic presidency of 
Lady Kennaway, who has done for it sterling service, 
which is yielding its fruit every month in healing to 
Jewish women. The Girls’ Jewish Guild, the girls’ 
branch of the Ladies’ Union, has within the eighteen 
months of its existence gained the support of sixteen 
growing branches with over five hundred keen and 
ardent workers for the Jewish missionary cause. 
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Israel’s Remembrancers. 


Then too there is the work of Israel’s Remembrancers. 
This Union has been placed on a new and firmer basis, 
and relying upon the power of fervent prayer in the 
Spirit, will pave the way for further blessing in the 
missionary work of the Society. 


Beehive for Israel. 


The Beehive for Israel, also, now under wider 
organization, and with the hearty sympathy of the Presi- - 
dent, Lady Dodsworth, has interested increasing numbers 
of children in parishes all over England and elsewhere 
in educational missionary work. This part of the 
Society’s evangelistic effort has always been kept in the 
forefront, and at the present time over two thousand 
Jewish children are being taught the truths of our Faith 
with the sanction and approval of their parents. 


Study Bands. 


Several Study Bands have been formed for the 
purpose of making Jewish missionary work better 
known and appreciated. 


Palestine Exhibitions. 


Last, but not least, there is the good work effected by 
the Society’s Palestine Exhibitions. For the many 
spiritual results of these we humbly give our 
heartfelt thanks to Almighty God. For blessings 
acknowledged by many of the workers, we are most 
grateful as they also are themselves. We gladly take 
this further opportunity to again thank most warmly all 
those who gave time, sympathy and zeal to makin 
Palestine and the Jews better understood through the 
Word of God, as explained to eye and ear. For the 
several opportunities these Exhibitions have afforded of 
making known the Gospel to several Jews who came 
to them, we thank God. Especially is this so for the 
conversion of a Jew, who as a seeker after truth was. 
instructed by Mr. Schor daily during the three weeks 
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an Exhibition lasted. This convert has since been baptized 
and confirmed, and has had to bear severe trials and pain- 
ful persecutions for the sake of the Lorp Jesus Christ, whom 
he now knows by happy experience as his own Saviour. 


Losses by death. 

During the year under Review, the Society have 
suffered the loss of many warm-hearted supporters and 
friends of the cause of missions to the Jews. Amongst 
these may be mentioned the Bishop of Sierra Leone (Dr.

and Dr.C. H. Wright; Dr. Robert Needham Cust, a Vice- 
President ; and Dr. Edward Clapton, a Member of Com- 
mittee ; the Rev. W. T. Gidney, for twenty-eight years 
connected with the Secretariat, whose literary labours on 
behalf of Jewish missions, as well as his magnum opus, the | 
‘““ History of the Society,” will not only be a lasting me- 
morial ot himself, but will remain a stimulus and help to 
all who are in sympathy with the cause of the Society ; and © 
Mr. Benjamin Bradley, for forty-nine years on the Staff at 
the Society’s House. To these must be added General 
Waddington, Mr. R. J. Fremlin and several others. For 
love for all their and sympathy in the Society’s cause 
most hearty thanks are offered to Almighty God.

For all their faithful 
labour in the Lord we praise God, to whom be all the glory. 


Patronage. 
The Archbishop of Sydney (Dr. Wright), the Bishops 
of Hokkaido (Dr. Andrews), Hunan (Dr. Banister), 
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Barrow-in-Furness (Dr. Watson), Burnley (Dr. Henn), 
Lewes (Dr. Burrows), Montreal (Dr. Farthing), Kyushiu 
(Dr. Lea), Bishop of Hull (Dr. Kempthorne), Earl 
Manvers, and Lord Gwydyr have become Vice-Patrons 
of the Society.

3d., and for all that this 
means to our missionaries and their work we are indeed 
most grateful. The stations specially calling for help, 
which have benefited, have been Bucharest, Constanti- 
nople, Tunis, Safed and Jerusalem. In addition to these, 
several other parts of the work have been strengthened.

Baptisms. 


In 1909, ten converts were baptized. Many believers, regular 
attendants, were prevented through fear of loss from public testimony 
in holy baptism. Ofthese the Rev. C. H. Titterton says: ‘A young 
Jewess, bornin Russia, received regular instruction for a long period, 
and attended church services on Sundays. She gave every evidence ot 
a change of heart. ‘‘It is through youI have been brought to Jesus,” 
she said ; ‘‘He is such a Friend to me now. I always pray for you 
all.” Of her baptism Miss Williams says, ‘‘ It was beautitul to witness 
her calm, quiet confession of faith in Christ, and ever since I can see 
her growth in grace.” A man who was in the Wanderers’ Home two 
years ago left only to return greatly changed for the better. 
After some months regular instruction he was baptized. His wife 
has since jcined him from Russia and is now under instruction for 
baptism. A third, who is also a married man, went back to 
Hungary, where he is witnessing for the truth. He trusts his wife 
will soon be baptized. Another, a journalist, is at present working in 
Germany. Two converts were confirmed by the Bishop of Stepney 
at St. Jude’s Church, Whitechapel. 

The annual service of Holy Communion was held in St. Jude’s, 
Whitechapel, the preacher being the Rev. A. Bernstein, B.D. 
Prior to this service three sons of a Hebrew Christian worker were 
baptized. Altogether it was a day not easily to be forgotten. Good 
Friday followed with its special lantern lecture for Jews, on ‘“‘ The 
Passion.” 
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Services and classes. 

At the Bible class for Hebrew Christians, the books for special 
study were the closing chapters of Daniel and the prophecy of 
Zechariah. A weekly prayer meeting for Jews was begun, which 
was always very well attended. This was followed by a practice of 
the Yiddish hymns, which the men seemed to enjoy very much. The 
attendances at the various branches of the work were about 20,000. 

Lantern services for children were very well attended. The average 
number present being from 100 to 145, without counting adults. 

Mrs. Dixon held a Bible class for converts, and a Sunday gathering 
at the Wanderers’ Home. She says of the mothers: “I find them 
most attentive, and really enjoy speaking to them. Though having been 
away, I wrote to them and have received some nice letters in return.” 
Of the young men she says, ‘‘One wrote to Mr. Dixon, ‘It will 
perhaps be the feeling of paternal love which you have shewn so often 
to me, that will always remind me of you when I go back to Russia.’” 

Mr. A. Weiman says that never since he joined the mission has he 
seen a greater restlessness and striving after better things amongst 
all classes of Jews. At the services, the Book of Common Prayer in 
Yiddish is used, so that enquirers and other Jews get acquainted with 
the Liturgy. Several Jewesses regularly attended these services. 
During the year he conducted 105 mission services for Jews. The 
nightly Bible readings, which were very much liked, opened the eyes 
of many a Jew to see the Lord Jesus in quite a different light. ‘The 
Gospels of St. Matthew and St. John, and parts of Isaiah and the Acts 
were gone through. Questions were allowed and answered. Once a 
Jew rebuked another for saying Jesus instead of the Lord Jesus. 


Girls’ club. 

A girls’ club was conducted until the end of the summer by Mrs. 
Buchan-Hepburn, who went in the autumn to Montreal as an 
honorary missionary. ‘Thirty-five meetings were held with 222 
attendances. Each evening closed with a Bible lesson. 


Evangelistic work. 

Many streets, alleys, workshops and market-places were visited 
by the workers two and two. This work was very difficult, but was 
most faithfully accomplished both in the East End and in other 
parts of London. 

There was a very large distribution of the Scriptures and tracts, 
and many copies of the Old Testament were sold. © 


Hebrew Christian Association. 

.A Hebrew Christian Association was formed, which with its 
large roll of members should in time prove a real testimony to the 
Jews in London and elsewhere for Christianity. 


Kol M’bhasser. 
Beside direct missionary work, Mr. A. Bernstein edited the ol 
W bhasser. A periodical of the same name was issued in Yiddish, in 
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Odessa, by a Jew named Linetzky, in 1868. Its object was to induce 
the young Jewish generation to study Christian literature of every 
kind, and not to regard a non-Jewish book as unlawful for a Jew to 
read, as they had hitherto been accustomed to do. One result of that 
publication, which was epoch-making, has been that within the last 
fifty years most of the scientific and learned Jews in Russia are 
indebted to it for the stimulus they had received in their younger days 
to search for wisdom, not in the Talmud alone, but in Christian 
literature also. 


CHRISTMAS GATHERING AT GOULSTON STREET. 


The Hol Wbhasser is doing a good pioneer work. Jews in England 
and in several countries abroad have written for copies. One Jew 
from Lemberg even wrote an article in it, ‘** Why I am a believer in 


Jesus the Christ.’”? Other subjects besides the continuation of Mr. 
Lukyn William’s articles on the Chizzwk Emunah, were ‘“‘ An Echo 
from the New Testament in the Talmud and Medrashim’”’; ‘‘ The 
Seventy Weeks of Daniel”; Hymn on the Resurrection in Hebrew, 
and other hymns in Yiddish; ‘‘ Patriotism of Christ;” ‘‘ The 
Christian Race’’; ‘‘The Preparation for Christianity”; ‘‘ What 
is Christianity ?”’ a series; ‘‘Commentary on Isaiah liii.”; ‘‘ Com- 


mentary on the Epistles of St. Peter,” and ‘‘The Personality of 
the Messiah.” : 
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Yiddish Bible. 

Mr. Bernstein was engaged on the revision of the Yiddish Bible 
for the British and Foreign Bible Society. This meant the study of 
every verse, searching in the best dictionaries and commentaries, 
comparing versions, and finding the best suitable Yiddish words, in 
order that the translation might be understood by all Jews and 
Jewesses who speak that language. Thus far he has completed the 
whole of the New Testament, and the Old Testament up to Jeremiah 
xiv., but the selected committee have only gone through the first 
fourteen chapters of St. Matthew. 


Hebrew Christians. 

Mr. J. C. Goss gave special care to sick and aged Hebrew 
Christians. Writing of one suffering from an incurable disease, he 
says: ‘‘ She was baptized some forty years ago, but cannot read. 
It has interested me much to find what a good knowledge she possesses 
of passages of Holy Scripture. She has been an honest, respectable, 
hard-working woman, and now, in spite of much suffering, is patient, 
and seems cheerfully trusting in Christ.” Mr. Goss continued his 
visiting better classJews. ‘‘In some cases,” ne says, “‘I have been most 
kindly received,. and have been allowed to talk about Christianity. 
I do not attempt to argue, but rather regard the work as one of 
testimony.” 


Visitation. 

Mr. N. Herz, part of whose work was to visit Jews in their houses 
and shops and speak with them in the streets, says: ‘‘ The market-places 
are usually crowded with the rougher class of Jews, and here we 
distribute tracts. The most difficult people to reach are the butchers 
and fishmongers, and it requires great caution and tact to avoid 
mobbing.” Again, of his work in the reading room, he says: “In 
various ways I draw the attention of Jews to the religious books, and 
a good many read these first of all on entering the hall. Several 
Jews who have come to the reading room have visited me at my house, 
preferring to talk over spiritual things quietly. Many Jewesses not 
only tolerate their husbands and children reading Christian books, 
but read them themselves. More Jews are now studying the Bible 
than ever before.” 


Mothers’ meetings. 

Miss Goss says: ‘‘ Our mothers’ meeting for foreign Jewesses has 
improved. Of the fourteen new members enrolled, ten are young 
women, and these are always less superstitious than the older ones, 
and more ready and able to learn. Few of the foreign women are 
able to read, though taking in more of what they hear than is thought. 
At the summer excursion, one of the most ignorant, who can neither 
read nor write, was overheard by a worker to say to her companions 
in the brake, ‘ Shall I tell you a story ?’ and to her surprise heard this 
woman repeat almost correctly the parable of the rich man and Lazarus, 
and she was listened to most attentively.” Miss Sykes rendered great 
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help by her sweet singing, which is so much appreciated by the 
women, as also her ready sympathy. Mrs. Ingberg, who helps with 
the mothers’ meeting, visits them in their own homes. Of former 
mothers, Miss Goss says: ‘‘It was very pleasing to receive a letter 
from one of our women who went to New York, testifying to the 
happy recollections of herself and her husband at our meetings.” 
Miss Goss also visits the mothers, and the children who attend 
her Saturday instruction class. Of results she says: ‘‘A short time 
ago one of the mothers gave most cheering news. She said, 
‘My husband and I have decided that you are right, and we want 
to become Christians.’ They are both taking instruction now, 
and seem very much in earnest.’’ Two sisters, she adds, whose 
husbands are both baptized, came to her once a week for English 
lessons. In conversation the other day, they said, ‘We are not 
against Christianity, but we do not know anything about it. In 
Russia we were taught to believe what our parents believed. When 
we know more we shall be able to choose for ourselves as our 
husbands have done.’ ”’ 


Interesting incidents. 


Mr. Weiman gives an interesting incident at Passover time 
whilst distributing the Yiddish tract Zhe Resurrection. ‘I offered it,”’ 
he says, ‘‘to a very orthodox Jew, whe said, ‘I do not read such 
rubbish.’”? Another, to whom he was talking at the time, said 
to him, ‘That little book contains matter worth reading, for 
in its pages you will read that Jesus is a living Saviour, and 
that we have been seeking the living amongst the dead.” During 
the summer, services were held in Victoria Park, and many listened 
to the Gospel being preached. Scriptures and tracts were distributed. 
The man who challenged missionaries to pray for his conversion 
has greatly improved of late. Mr. Weiman had nineteen enquirers 
under instruction. 2 

Mr. Leon Finkelstein took 244 mission services, paid 1,280 visits 
to Jews in their homes, and distributed over 12,000 tracts. At 
George Yard he conducted weekly services. The attendances during 
the year were excellent. Some heard the Gospel for the first time. 
Discussions were allowed both before and after the meetings. 
A socialist from Germany became very interested and asked to have the 
sermon on Isaiah lili. again. Before he left he thanked God for 
having attended the meetings, being quite convinced that Jesus was 
the true Messiah. He was most thankful for the New Testament 
given him. Another young man was so impressed that he purchased 
a Bible, saying, ‘‘I will read for myself about the truth of these 
things.” A rabbinical Jew came with written notes on Sunday 
afternoons, to try to disprove the Messiahship of the Lord 
Jesus, but went away each time to return with new notes. He 
was evidently touched in heart. It was a pleasure to see with 
what eagerness most of the people were learning the truths of the 
New Testament.

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Special efforts. 


Before each of the Jewish holidays a special effort was made to 
reach Jews in the streets, and so thousands were either spoken to or 
given a tract. A Jewish chemist was very rude, but finally received 
an English Bible. Two hairdressers listened attentively whilst parts 
of St. Matthew were read. At another house the Word was explained 
and then the husband and wife joined in prayer.

MEDICAL MISSION. 


The attendances at the medical mission amounted to 8,140, and 


considering it was only opened 


ninety times, 


the numbers 


were very good. The average on Saturdays was about forty-five, 
and on Tuesdays there were sometimes as many as seventy-eight. 
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Miss Williams says that one often hears the words, ‘God bless 
you for your kindness, and give you long life.’ A spiritual work is 
going on, and some men even asked to attend the service without 
needing medical aid. In one house, where Miss Williams had given a 
Bible, the eldest son remarked to his mother, after reading it one 
day, that what Christians believe was the true religion. 

Mr. Weiman says, ‘“‘A Jewess said, ‘Iam so glad to come here, 
for you tell us that the poor can have hope of eternal life through 
faith, whilst in the synagogue I hear nothing but give alms! alms! 
but what can I do when I am poor?’ Another said, ‘I cannot account 
for it, but there is such an attraction in the life and work of Jesus, 
that I never get tired of hearing about Him.’”’ 

Mr. Finkelstein says, ‘‘A Jewish teacher of the young told me 
that at our medical mission was the only chance he had to hear 
addresses, which he so much enjoyed; and that he would not dare 
to enter a missicn hall because of the Jews ; as they would take their 
children from him. Through coming to see the doctor he gets an 
opportunity to listen to the preaching! Others say the same.” 

In the waiting room Miss Goss gets in touch with the patients. 
Not long ago she was enabled to prevent a girl, fourteen years old, 
from joining a travelling theatrical company. She still attends the 
mission. One young girl interested her very much. She gave her 
a Bible, which she seemed delighted to have, and has since read it 
with evident pleasure. 


MISSION SCHOOLS, STREATHAM. 


Excellent report. 

The report of the College of Preceptors concludes with: ‘‘ The 
moral tone and discipline of the schools appear excellent; good work 
is being done under unusual difficulties, and having regard to the 
number of backward children admitted annually, the success attained 
is, in my judgment, very creditable to the teachers and those respon- 
sible for the organization of the schools.” 

The eight boys who entered for the College of Preceptors’ examin- 
ation all passed, some of them with “ Distinction in Arithmetic.” 
The one girl sent in also passed. 

Mr. Goss says that on the whole, the old scholars do well, some 
very well, though of course there are exceptions. 

The children have the way of salvation regularly put before them, 
both by their general instructors and by others who come from time 
to time for that purpose. 


Former scholars. 


Mr. Hart, headmaster, gives some very interesting extracts from 
letters received from former scholars. One in Canada writes: 
«T have joined a Sunday School since I came out here. We sometimes

thanks to the teaching I had at the schools.” Another, also in 
Canada, says :—‘‘ I am pleased to send two guineas as a donation, in 
thankful remembrance of the Committee’s kindness and of the benefit 
of the schools.’”’. One in New Zealand writes to say: “I often think

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now of the good times at school despite the dislike I had for its 
wholesome discipline.”” Another in England says: ‘I am attending 
a class for lay readers, and if I pass the Bishop’s examination I shall 
be able to do more definite work for Christ. This is the outcome 
of what I learnt at the schools.”’ 


PAROCHIAL MISSIONS. 


The Society made Parochial Grauts to Incumbents of parishes in 
the East End; namely, Christ Church, Spitalfields; St. Stephen, 
Spitalfields ; St. Mary Matfelon, Whitchapel; Christ Church and St. 
Benet, Stepney; also St. Paul, Canonbury. The Incumbents who accept 
these grants are responsible for the work in their respective parishes.

CHRIST CHURCH.

Evangelistic efforts. 


The work in this parish is very varied, and attempts are made to 
reach the large Jewish population. There are meetings, services. and 
a reading-room for adults; and for the young, a night school, Bible 
Class, Band of Hope, sewing, singing and drill classes, and a social 
club; so that every evening in the week there is something for the 
junior or senior boys and girls who are willing to use the opportunities 
offered. Many adult Jews come to our parish hall, where ail kinds of 
applications are received, from a request for a New Testament, to a 
letter for the Jewish Board of Guardians, urging material assistance. 


Enquirers. 

Conversations and discussions in the homes and in the streets are a 
leading feature in the work, and although hatred and prejudice 
against Christ are still frequently to be met with, there are numbers 
who have been led on to enquire further whether He is the Messiah 
promised through Moses and the Prophets. 


Mothers’ meetings. 

There are two Jewish mothers’ meetings, one for Yiddish-speaking 
women, conducted by Miss Penzer, and the other for those who know 
English by Miss Robertson. These are both well attended, 
especially the latter, and are always closed with an address, hymn and 
prayer, by one of the lay readers or the rector. 
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-Open=-air meetings. 

The open-air work is strenuously carried on; at times the meetings 
are very large, and generally attentive listeners are found. Now and 
again strong opposition is aroused, and this is invariably followed by 
individual discussion, the meeting often breaking up into groups for 
that purpose. 


Mission services. 


Church services are held every Saturday and on the Jewish 
Festivals. The attendance is never large, because the church stands 
in such a prominent position, and every Jew who enters it has 
to pass up a flight of steps in the sight of scores of his co-religionists. 
A large number of tracts have been distributed, and also portions of 
the New Testament, mostly the Gospels and the Epistle to the Hebrews, 
but a number of Bibles and New Testaments have been asked for 
and given. 


Results. 


As regards results, most marked traces of spiritual impressions can 
be found in the parish, especially in the lives of the young people at 
present being touched by our efforts. It was a most noticeable fact, 
that almost a quarter ot the large congregation which gathered in 
our large Parish Church on New Year’s Eve, were Jewish men 
and women.

Progress. 


There have been many quiet and impressive talks with enquirers 
amongst young and old. In very many homes the workers are 
uniformly treated as friends more than visitors, and it is remarkable 
how little opposition is met with compared to a few years ago; though 
in some cases when we offer the Holy Scriptures there is the same 
excuse as amongst the Gentiles—‘‘ No time for higher things.” 


Open-air meetings. 


The open-air work was carried on with remarkable vigour during 
the summer. The addresses were well received and provocative of 
much thought amongst the Jews. 


WHITECHAPEL. 23 


Mothers’ meetings. 


Twenty-four women have attended the mothers’ meetings and twenty 
one girls the girls’ club. The latter does real good, and as the 
majority of the members are total abstainers, they interest themselves 
in the parochial temperance work, some of them joining with the 
Gentiles for deputation work in other parishes. 


Distribution of literature. 


_ Over a thousand tracts and a few New Testaments have been 
judiciously distributed during the year. One marked New Testament 
was asked for and given, and many are reading this part of the 
Bible. From whence they get copies is not known, but that they have 
them is a fact.

The parish of Whitechapel has a Jewish population of not far 
off 18,000. 


Mission services in Church. 


Every Saturday a service is held for Jews, with a hymn, prayer and 
reading of Scripture followed by an evangelistic sermon in German, 
concluding with a hymn and the Benediction. The attendance at 
these services varies; the average for the twelve months has been 
twenty. During Jewish festivals congregations of a hundred and 
fifty Jews have come to hear special preachers, such as the Bishop of 
Stepney, the Archdeacon of London, Chancellor P. Vernon Smith, 
and others. At the close tracts and portions of the Scripture are 
distributed to the Jews, some of whom stay behind and ask questions. 


Open air meetings. 

Meetings are held every Saturday and Sunday, hymns are sung, 
prayers offered and an address is given in Yiddish. The attendance 
is generally from fifty to sixty, though sometimes there have been 
quite two hundred listening. 


Church House meetings. 

Every Sunday a meeting is held, the average attendance being about 
fifty. After the hymns, prayers and addresses are finished, the Jews 
are allowed to ask questions, which are often very interesting. They 

_are as a rule quite reverent when speaking of the Saviour ; only once a 
Jew has been stopped who began to speak of the Lord in an irreverent 
manner, and even then the whole assembly was against him, and the 
offender himself was sorry for his conduct, if not heartily ashamed. 
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Educational evening classes. 

Evening classes are held for Jews who come to learn English, 
reading and writing; the average attendance is twenty-five, mostly 
from Poland and Russia. They feel that their future welfare is 
really cared for, and here more than anywhere else can be instilled 
the principle of Christian love, which has led in many cases to 
earnest and sincere enquiry.

Classes for boys. 

About twenty boys attend a class on Sunday school lines, all with 
the consent of their Jewish parents. Efforts with these would be 
more successful if there were a few ladies to teach them. 


Mothers’ meetings. 

There are two meetings of Jewish mothers; one is held in St. 
Barnabas’ mission hall, and is attended by fifty mothers, who 
are all truly thankful for the instruction received. The other 
mothers’ meeting is held in Fieldgate Street, under the management 
of Miss McDonald, but only six or seven come to it. 
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Visitation. 

During house visitation a lady was met, far superior to any 
generally found in the East End. She was German by birth and 
had had a good education. When Isaiah liii. was read to her she 
said, ‘‘ This is very touching and beautiful, but you know we do not 
believe in the New Testament.”’ She was quite surprised when told 
that what had been read was from the Old Testament. A Jew to 
whom a Hebrew copy of the New Testament had been given, said 
how very surprised he was to find that the language was so similar 
to that of the Old Testament.

Open-air services. 


Large numbers of Jews attended the open-air services, and 
there was a spirit of enquiry and a seeking after truth. On Good 
Friday the parochial mission band went out into the streets, and 
preached at the street-corners from the sayings of Christ, and was 
attentively listened to by the Jews. 


Visitation. 


Through faithful and systematic visitation, the workers were most 
cordially received into the homes of the Jews. During the visits, 
questions were asked and many acknowledged the superiority of 
Christ and referred to Him as ‘‘the Lord Jesus Christ.” The lady 
worker regularly visited a Jewish woman who was seriously ill 
and after awhile passed away. One day she said to the worker, 
‘‘T know why you visit me, a poor Jewess; it is the Lord Jesus Christ 
who has sent you to me because of His love.” 


Encouragements. 


The same worker some little time ago was told by a Jew that he 
knew twelve others who like himself in their heart of hearts really 
did believe that Jesus is the Messiah, and that they would be baptized 
but for the difficulties of getting a livelihood if they embraced 
Christianity. Amongst other encouragements, there were Jewish 
children in the Sunday schools, who on returning home from school 
were asked to explain to their parents all they had been taught. 
Last Good Friday a request came from Jews in the parish to have a 
service in the Church, as they desired to hear the Gospel. 
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Various efforts. 


Many Jews attended the special services, festivals, confirmations and 
funerals, asking questions about Christianity whenever met, whether 
in the street, home or workshop. There is a most prosperous club 
for Jewish girls, membership to which is by payment. None were 
allowed to join unless their parents were willing. Consent in every 
case was given. They are brought in this way under Christian 
influence. A club was opened for Jewish boys at their request. 

Literature was given away by the clergy who are learning Yiddish, 
as the parish is now almost entirely occupied by Jews. The work is 
very encouraging.

Effect of Christian teaching. 

The missioner had several Jews under instruction, and the 
effect of his teaching was shewn in two or three instances by their 
refusing to allow their children to be circumcised and sending them 
to the classes for Christian teaching. A most friendly disposition was 
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generally manifested, and children were permitted to be present at;all 
the meetings, few, if any, ever being withdrawn after making 
a beginning. At the Christmas treat there were seventy Jewish 
boys and girls present, singing carols and hymns. 


Encouraging signs. 

Two enquirers, who although they have not yet openly joined the 
Church, were brave enough to take a decisive step, one believing 
in salvation through grace and not by the law; the other wishing 
that his child should be brought up in the Christian faith. In both 
these cases it meant persecution from relations and friends. The 
work amongst children was really most encouraging; their regular 
attendance was due to their parents. Jews who but a few years ago 
-were the bitterest opponents, refusing absolutely to have any dealings 
with the missioner, now bring their children to the classes. Others 
leave the synagogue, and to make it impossible that their children 
should ever become its members, are bringing them up in- the 
Christian faith.

Owing to the sudden death of Mrs. Guttmann, who worked amongst 
the Jews in the parish of St. Paul’s, Ball’s Pond Road, no report has 
come in. During the nineteen years that she was connected with the 
Society she was the means of several Jews and Jewesses becoming 
Christians. Her work is being partly carried on by Miss Kate Sachs. 
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North of England Missions.

Owing to home duties, Miss Banner was obliged to leave, and 
Miss Maud Wickert was appointed her successor and began work 
in September. 


Work amongst emigrants. : 

Besides the resident population of 10,000 Jews, thousands pass 
through on their way to Canada, the United States of America and 
elsewhere. The majority are young men and women; only a few are 
old and decrepit, mainly parents of those who have already gone to 
America. All, whether old or young, have an engrained prejudice 
ugainst Christianity, owing to the ill-treatment to which they have 
been subjected in the countries they have just left. Every endeavour 
is made to help them to form a better conception of Christianity. For 
this purpose, they are met at the Landing Stage, the Docks and in the 
neighbourhood of the houses where they are temporarily lodged, and 
missionary tracts and portions of the Scriptures are given them. 
Frequently they are invited to the mission house, where they hear of 
a Christ in whom all the prophecies of the Old Testament have their 
fulfilment, and of a Christianity which does not hate the Jews. The 
actual words of the New Testament read to them seem to impress them, . 
judging by the frequent request received for copies. Though these 
people may never be seen again, yet occasionally tidings come that 
the seed has not been sown in vain. Only quite recently a worker 
received a photograph of one poor emigrant who attended the 
medical mission before leaving for America, and in a letter he says 
that the Bible he received is one of his greatest treasures. 


Medical mission. 


The dispensary is open twice a week. About 4,500 Jews visited it 
during the year, 3,289 of them being patients prescribed for by the 
doctor. Many come solely for the services. ‘‘It does me good,” said 
a Jewess to one of the workers, ‘‘ to come to these services.’’ Several 
men have placed themselves under instruction in Christianity. 
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Reading room. 


Groups of young men come to read the books in the mission 
library. They are invited to a Bible study class and are encouraged 
to ask questions concerning the truth of Christianity. Enquirers 
are generally gathered in this way. One intelligent man was so 
drawn to Christ that he began to speak to the Jews about Him 
and to sing Christian hymns to them. His father got to hear of it 
and strictly forbad him coming to the mission house. In order to 
remove him completely from the influence of the mission, he intends 
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sending him to Ireland. This is by no means an isolated case, for 
frequently Christian instruction is given to young men who, before 
they are ready for baptism, are removed by their relatives. 


Sunday school. 


During the earlier part of the year the numbers in the Sunday 
school reached 110, but, owing to the Jewish authorities, the number 
fell to thirty ; the average attendance now is sixty. The study book 
has been Dr. Stock’s Life of our Lord. In addition to this, the 
children have learned by heart a number of texts and hymns. Many 
of these little ones have learned to love Christ. 
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Visitation. 

Every Jewish street has been systematically visited and missionary 
tracts and portions of the Holy Scriptures have been left in almost 
every house. 


Work amongst women. 

The mothers’ meeting was opened after the holidays with eighteen 
members, most of whom are very interested in the evangelistic 
addresses, and the numbers have increased. 

The attention shewn by the young Jewish women who attend the 
classes was very encouraging. After the English lesson, they sing a 
hymn which has been previously explained, and then a portion of 
Scripture is read. One of these women may become an enquirer. 
She has accompanied Mrs. Gelbert at her own wish to Church, and 
seems very interested in Christianity. Mrs. Gelbert, the Bible woman, 
is well known amongst the Jewesses and welcomed wherever she goes. 
Being a Hebrew Christian and a native of Russia, she understands 
Jewish difficulties. 

On Sunday afternoon a Bible class for girls was held; they are 
difficult to reach as most of them work very hard during the week. 


Manchester.

Owing to this mission station having been for a great part of the 
year without a head, the local committee have most kindly enabled 
the medical mission to be carried on with the help of local clergy and 
the honorary doctor. 


Difficulties and encouragements. 


For some time missionary work was very uphill, but in the autumn 
a great change came over the people, their attitude being exactly the 
reverse to what it was, and many listened with wrapt attention to the 
preaching of the Gospel. No one made an open confession of Christ, 
but the Gospel seed is taking root in many a heart. Hitherto there 
was great difficulty in forming a mothers’ meeting, but between 
eighty and ninety are now on the roll. A Jew, who has been coming 
for years, recently said that he really was a Christian. 


Classes. 
Children’s classes were rather disappointing as regards numbers, 
but there were signs that God’s voice was being heard within. 
Educational classes were fairly attended, and there was interest 
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shewn in the Bible class which always follows. Some young women 
not needing to learn English came to the Bible class only. 


Visitation. 


It was impossible to enter all the open doors. The workers were 
continually asked to visit homes, but for lack of time often had to 


refuse. Whilst being visited, a Jewess said that she had been reproved 
for coming to the mission, but replied she liked to go where she found 
civility and kindness, adding—‘‘I don’t know why it is, I am not 
going to believe in your Jesus, but I always feel happier and better 
when I have been here.”’

Studying the New Testament. 

There is a spirit of enquiry amongst the Jews, and a growing de- 
mand for the New Testament, which the missionaries are doing their 
utmost to place in the hands of all. The knowledge of the teaching 
of Christ possessed by some of the Jews is astonishing. There are 
many secret believers who are afraid to come out openly for Christ. 
One elderly man, who has been regularly attending the mission hall, 
said that he would be happy if he could be baptized. His reason 
for not being is that he would have to leave his wife and family, as they 
would not then live with him, and he would lose his work. 
At the medical mission both the men and the women shew real 
interest in the Word of God preached to them, and several have 
expressed their gratitude for the message given. One man said, 
‘Tl always look forward tothe address, it does me somuch good; Iam 
studying the New Testament.” The numbers attending have been 
much larger, and the greatest attention has been paid to the Gospel 
preached to them. There is a discussion after the service. Several 
men bring their own copies of the New ‘Testament, and ask 
questions about the difficulties they have had in reading it. This 
has been a means of blessing to many Jews. 

Many Jews and Jewesses are visited, and the Gospel made known 
in their homes. Some are willing to listen, others are bitterly opposed. 


Mothers’ meetings. 

There are thirty-nine attending the mothers’ meeting as against 
thirty-two last year. An address in Yiddish is given at every meeting. 
Some of the women are indifferent, others really listen attentively. 
Two or three have said how much they like to come, and that they 
think about what they hear, after they have got home. This is 
cheering, and the good seed is beginning to take root in some of 
these poor dark hearts. 


‘Work amongst children. 

The work amongst the children has been very encouraging. There is 
a children’s service every week, a Sunday school, a branch of the 
Children’s Scripture Union, and also a Sunday School library, and 
by every means possible the Gospel is being brought to the hearts of 
the children, who seem greatly to appreciate the lessons. They are 
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intelligent, and very eager to learn. There are about fifty names on 
the books, and most attend regularly. Messianic prophecies and their 
fulfilments are taught; these they learn by heart and the meaning 
explained as referring to Jesus Christ. The children are very fond 
of singing hymns, and at Christmas time were very anxious to know 
whether they were going to learn some Carols, and were delighted 
when they were told they were. Some joined the Children’s Scripture 
Union. Each child has to obtain its parents’ consent in writing, 
before becoming a member, and all who come are given a Bible. 

After the lesson, books are exchanged, those received from the 
Religious Tract Society are in great request. Much good is being 
thus done in the homes of the children. 


Birmingham.

Simultaneous mission. 

The year 1909 was marked by two outstanding events in 
efforts to bring Christ before the Jews in Birmingham. First, 
the great simultaneous mission that was held throughout the city 
in February. Every Jewish house was visited, and a great number 
of Jews attended their respective parish churches at least once 
during the ten days’ mission. 

In the city, wherever the Jews are thickly populated, they were 
specially invited to attend the services in their parish church. Open- 
air meetings were also held, proclaiming the Gospel to Jew and 
Gentile alike. 


New parochial hall. 

The second event was the opening of the parish Church House, in 
the centre of the city. This is easily accessible to the Jews, and many 
who would otherwise be afraid of visiting the missioner, lest they 
should be seen by their own people, can come to this place. To this 
an average of eight Jewish visitors came daily. 


Open-air services. 

These were held during the summer with a fair attendance of Jews. 
The navvy missioner holds them in the Bull-Ring, and was often 
interrupted by two Jews. One day he said to Mr. Asch, ‘“‘I have 
come to tell you some encouraging news. One of those two Jews 
who were so bitter against the Gospel, has become a changed 
man; for some time I have noticed the attention he has paid at my 
services, and when I asked him the cause he said it was owing to your 
influence and teaching that he had come to look at Christ from 
the other side.” 

0 
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Jewish visitors. 


Saturday is devoted to receiving Jews to have their questions 
and difficulties explained thoroughly. Here are a few types 
of these visitors. A. is a man wko pays his weekly subscription 
toward the foreign Jewish preacher and attends his sermons 
every Saturday. He also goes to the Town Hall on Sunday to hear 
the ‘‘Freethinkers’”’ lectures, and comes regularly every Saturday 
evening to have their statements against religion explained. *‘ Why 
don’t you talk it over with your rabbi?” he was asked. ‘It is no 
good, he gets into a temper, and leaves me with all the diffi- 
culties ; in fact I cannot understand why you talk over things so 
calmly and even give credit for honest doubts.”” B.is a socialist by 
conviction and a sceptic by simply drifting through reading foreign 
socialistic literature. On socialism it was agreed not to argue. 
He was, however, convinced that Christianity stands for making right 
things that are wrong, and for upholding the weak against the strong. 
About Christianity long and interesting talks have taken place, and the 
time is spent in talking of Christ and His claims. C. isa strictly orthodox 
Jew of the old type, and nothing has any weight with him unless it 
can be proved from the writings of the old rabbis. He now realizes 
that Christians have not corrupted the text of the Old Testament, as 
he had been led in Poland to believe. 


Visitation. 


In visiting the Jews from house to house several difficulties 
arose during the latter part of the year, which prevented some 
families receiving visits owing to the intimidation of the Jewish 
schoolmaster threatening to withhold certain charities if Mr. Asch 
were seen coming to their houses. In two cases at least that threat 
worked quite the reverse to what was expected, by interfering in 
what the men considered their private affairs. One has removed his 
children from the Jewish school and put them in a Council school. 
Another comes regularly every Saturday to the missioner and brings 
his children with him. On the other hand, an entry has been gained 
into many Jewish houses, with encouragements in several. 


Hull. 


Depot-keeper. 


Missionary work has been carried on at this seaport by meeting the 
immigrants coming mainly from Russia, and by distributing literature 
amongst them. The mission hall, the gift of a friend now deceased, 
is most useful as a place for quiet talks with enquirers from amongst 
the local Jewish population, which numbers about 3000. The Rey. 
John Kirsch, missionary at Leeds, visits Hull from time to time to 
hold meetings and to cali upon the Jews. He finds that these visits 
are invariably accompanied with much blessing.

In Dublin and Belfast, where there are resident missionaries, 
efforts have been continued without interruption, whilst periodical 
visits have been made to Cork, Limerick, Londonderry, Waterford, 
and smaller towns where Jews are to be found. 

Missionary work is carried on by means of classes, a reading room 
for men, lantern lectures, a medical mission, house-to-house visitation, 
and the circulation of the Holy Scriptures in Hebrew, Yiddish and 
English. 

No children are admitted to any of the classes or lantern lectures 
unless with the approval of their parents or other legal guardians. 


Opposition. 

A vigorous campaign against the mission was organized by a 
““Young Jews ” Committee. Protest meetings, necessitating the 
interference of the police, were held, and a newspaper correspondence 
was carried on in which the usual charges of bribery were made. 
However, when invited to do so, those who brought the accusations 
were unable to substantiate them. The movement, which was in no 
way authorized by the authorities of the Hebrew community, proved 
to be shortlived, and after the excitement of the first week failed to 
have an appreciable effect on the mission work. 


Visitation. 

In almost all cases missionaries are well received, and steady 
progress has been effected toward making the Jews acquainted with 
the message and meaning of Christianity. It is a common thing for 
the missionary to spend a couple of hours talking to persons, where 
formerly the door would have been closed in his face. Many Jews 
visited him in his own house who would not venture to speak to him 
elsewhere. One such is willing to admit that Christ was a great 
teacher, but not Divine. At times this man speaks too freely of 
what is in his mind before other Jews, and for this he is 
undergoing a mild form of persecution, but he says, ‘“‘I cannot be 
silent, God has given me a tongue and a brain, and I am a free 
man, therefore will I speak of what I believe.” It seems as if he 
were being drawn to the Light against his will.

36: HOME. MISSIONS. 


. A Jewess who had been regularly visited died; she had learnt to 
love her Saviour. She had been given a Yiddish New Testament, 
and her daughter said that she often used to read it aloud, and 
added: ‘‘ No matter how often she read that Book she found some- 
thing new in it.” Just before her death, she gave it to her daughter 
and asked her to keep it. She too has grasped the truth as it is in 


Jesus, and her sister is also a believer but has not the penzage to 
confess Christ openly. 


A Christian life. 


In one country town a Hebrew Christian is testifying to the power 
of Jesus Christ by a consistent life.. In speaking to some of the Jews 
there, one of them said, referring to this man: ‘ He is certainly 
all the better for being a Christian. Before his conversion he was 
anything but pleasant, being bad tempered, cursing and swearing ; 
now he is as gentle as a lamb, never a bad word from him, and the 
credit for this change is due to Christianity.” 

Many women have said that they believed that what was told them 
was true, as they saw that the lives of real Christians were different to 
those of even the most religious Jews or Jewesses. 


Baptism. 


The classes were well attended throughout the year in spite of 
very strong opposition to the work on the part of the Jews: The 
elder girls’ class had’ a steady attendance of about twenty-five. 
A lad, who formerly came to the children’s classes, was baptized 
in Liverpool, where he had found employment. His stepmother gave 
her testimony to the real nature of his conversion when she said his 
whole life was changed ; she.could see the difference in his behaviour. 
His great desire is to become a missionary. 


Medical mission. 


The dispensary was very well attended. The Jews see in it practical 
Christianity, and it gives many an opportunity for a profitable talk 
oe the question is asked: ‘‘Why do you have a dispensary?” 

‘Why does the doctor give up so much of his time?” 

» The medical mission is very encouraging ; numbers and interest are 
increasmg. At the women’s.dispensary an address is first given, and 
then some, hymns are sung, after which the patients are admitted— 
thus the, primary object of caring for their souls is not forgotten. 
Though this service is not compulsor y yet most ot the. people come in 
time for it, and listen very attentively to the address. 

The numbers have greatly increased in the men’s dispensary ; 

(i. reading-room, which is very cosy, being a great boon to them 
whilst waiting. their turn.. They seem to enjoy the singing and 
conversation with the helpers very much. 

Former, patients came to the dispensary, although not really ill, to 
shew. they were not afraid. . When opposition was at its height 
one such came out of her house to meet the missionary in the 
street, saying, ‘‘Do not be afraid of those who speak against. you; no 
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one will harm you; we all really like the missionaries and are thankful 
for their kindness.”’ Some better-class Jews came to the mission, 
shewimg that they valued the medical advice and attention received. 


Attitude changing. 


There is a steady change eerie place in the attitude of the Jews 
toward Christ; their bitterness having disappeared to a very 
remarkable extent. Many Jews look upon the © missionary 
as a personal friend, confiding their thoughts, joys, and troubles with 
more readiness than to their Jewish friends. 


CLERGY UNION FOR ISRAEL. 


Hon. Secretary—Rev. W. H. Hunt, MAA. 


Since the last Annual Report the following meetings of the above 
have been held: the first at the Chapter House, St. Paul’s Church- 
yard, E.C., when the Rev. Joseph-Kahn, then Vicar of St. Stephen’s, 
Upper Holloway, read a paper on “The vail on the heart of the 
Jew.’ On February 11th, the Union met to celebrate its part in 
the Centenary gathering, when Archdeacon Sinclair, - President 
of the Union, took the chair and spoke, followed by Archdeacon 
Madden and the Rev. Robert Catterall. The Rev. L. Zeckhausen 
followed with a valuable paper on ‘‘ Missionary work amongst the 
Jews.” On April 27th, the Rev. A. Bernstein took as his subject 
“‘The Jewish Christian view of the authorship of the Epistle of the 
Hebrews.” The autumn meeting was held at St. Mary’s, Whitechapel, 
when the Rev. W. J. Parker read a paper on ‘‘ Methods and Results 
of work amongst the Jews.” 


LADIES’ UNION. 


Secretary— Miss C. E. Burney. 


The Ladies’ Union now has seventy-nine branches, one of which 
is the Girls’ Jewish Guild, a junior branch of the Union, which again 
subdivides into fourteen branches with a membership of nearly five 
hundred. The magazine, “‘ Works of Faith and Labours of Love,”’ 
has a circulation of about 2,000 copies, and is greatly appreciated, as 
many letters testify. Some twenty or more meetings were ar- 
ranged for, or taken personally, by the secretary ; beside many 
branch meetings arranged locally. Numerous addresses were given 
by the secretary and Miss Christie at Palestine Exhibitions. 
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-During 1909, the Union was enabled to give to the Society, 
or direct to mission stations, gifts to the amount of £198 10s., beside 
regular annual contributions for ‘‘Our Own Nurse” in Safed ; 
a lady missionary iu Goulston Street; and Bible women in 
Jerusalem and Safed, amounting to £120. ty 

The Work Depdt did much good in the raising of funds 
both at Palestine Exhibitions and by Sales of Work. Large 
numbers of garments were received from the branches and from 
scattered members, and were distributed according to the wishes 
of the senders or the needs of the various stations, and the 
warmest letters of gratitude were received from the missionaries. 


BEEHIVE FOR ISRAEL. 


Secretary, Rev. F. A. Watney. 


Reorganization. 

During the past year the ‘‘ Beehive for Israel” has been under- 
going reorganization with a view to securing greater efficiency in the 
work, and in order to establish greater permanency and continuity 
in the various ‘‘ Hives.” 


New Hives. 


There are many signs of increased interest. Seventeen new Hives 
have been formed in such places as Brighton, Leeds, Wolverhampton, 
Matlock Bath, Grantham, Louth, Shrewsbury, Newark, and the Isle 
of Man, and all are thriving. Five other Hives have been resuscitated, 
and are making good progress under their new ‘ Queen Bees.’ 


Princess Bees. 


The losses amounted to only two Hives for the whole year, and bya 
new system of working it is hoped to reduce losses to a minimum, 
‘‘Princess Bees” being appointed to help the Queen Bees, and 
to take their place should a Hive at any time become leaderless. A 
‘Scattered Hive ” has also been formed to link together those bees 


who hitherto have been without the care and attention of a ‘ Queen 
Bee.’ 


Palestine Exhibitions. 

“‘ Beehive Courts” have been arranged for at Palestine Exhibitions 
held at Newark, Leeds, Preston, Brighton, Wolverhampton and 
Finchley. Through these a great deal of interest in the Society’s 
educational missionary work has been aroused. 
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Records. 

For many Hives this has been a record year in the amount sent? up 
from the boxes ; whilst in most cases there has been a striking increase 
on the previous year’s amount. Liverpool still holds the record for 
the number of Hives in any single town—having at the present time 
twenty-two. For the amount of money sent up Broadbottom this year 
stands first, reaching the grand total of £130, whilst Miss Marwood 
still contributes the largest amount of any individual bee, £29 4s. 


OPERATIVE JEWISH CONVERTS’ INSTITUTION. 


(Under independent management). 
Principal—Rev, H. Oliver Allbrook. 


Inmates. 


The number of candidates for admission during the year was 
thirteen, and ten were accepted, raising the total of resident inmates 
to twenty-five. Four completed the three years’ course, and two of 
these are now being trained elsewhere for missionary work, and two 
are employed as improvers at the Institution. One returned to Russia 
for the military conscription, another went to Berlin for surgical 
treatment, a third migrated to the United States, and four left on 
their own account. There remain fourteen in residence. 


Printing and bookbinding. 


As usual the printing and bookbinding orders of the Society have 
provided the greater part of the work needed for training the young 
converts and making them efficient workmen. In addition to the 
Annual Report, the Jewish Missionary Intelligence, The Beehive, 
Quarterly Notes, and Kol Whhasser, a large number of Hebrew, 
Yiddish, and English booklets and tracts have been produced, 
beside 5,000 Hebrew New Testaments with marginal references, and 
a thousand copies each of two Centenary pamphlets. Special interest 
attaches to the reprint of a Yiddish tract entitled, ‘‘ The Lost Com- 
pass,”’ because the author wrote it when an inmate of the Institution. 
Thousands of copies have been distributed since it was first printed 
seventeen years ago. But prubably the most noteworthy publication 
prepared for the Society during the year is ‘‘ Some Jewish Witnesses 
for Christ,” by the Rev. A. Bernstein. Concerning this book the 
Rey. A. Lukyn Williams says, “It supplies the most remarkable 
evidence of the success of missionary work amongst the Jews that has 
ever been issued.” 

At the request of a friend who defrayed the expense one of the 
converts was allowed to go to Keswick for the week of meetings. 

Another was assisted to return to Smyrna, where he is now employed 
as a teacher of young children in the Society’s School. He has been 
long known to the Rev. J. Mihlenbruch. 
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Consistent Christian life. 


Mr. G. J. Byrnell, the Society’s General Secretary for Palestine 
Exhibitions, visited the Institution and subsequently wrote :—‘‘ In 
reading your most interesting ‘Retrospect,’ 1 have unexpectedly 
discovered a personal link in one of your former inmates, the late 
Berthold Bettelheim. He enlisted in the 3rd East Kents (Buffs) 
and when he came to the Depét at Canterbury I at once made his 
acquaintance. I was there as an Army Scripture Reader and so 
interviewed every recruit that joined. From that time until we went 
to the war he was a most regular attendant at my Bible Class, and a 
very quiet but consistent Christian. I last saw him a few weeks 
before his death at Naauwpoort, Cape Colony. Owing to my own 
severe illness I did not hear of his death until the close of the war, 
and it was a great sorrow to me, although I knew that he was quite 
prepared to meet his Saviour.” ; 


Faithful labours. 


Gratifying information was received from time to time respecting 
former inmates now happily engaged in evangelistic work, some 
of them at stations of the Society, and the rest at various other places 
in different parts of the world. Moreover resident inmates continued 
to render highly appreciated help in missionary enterprise amongst 
the Jews in the East End of London. 
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Continental Missions. 


AUSTRIA. 


Cracow. 
Mr, J. Friedenthal. 


Distribution of the Scriptures. 

During 1909 more than 6000 tracts and 460 New Testaments and 
portions (apart from Old Testament Scriptures) were judiciously 
distributed. Quite a number of letters were received from Jews, 
some of whom were educated men, from Vienna, Krasno, 
Tarnow, Rzeszow, Paris, Antwerp, New York, Chicago, Pittsburg, 
Buenos Ayres, as well as from places in Russia and Roumania, all 
people that had come in contact with the mission in Cracow. 
Some of them asked for New ‘l'estaments and tracts, and in 
most instances enclosed 
stamps for postage; others 
asked how they could get to 
know more about Protestant 
Christianity; and most of 
them wrote with the greatest 
respect for the Lord Jesus. 
There is an earnest spirit of 
enquiry abroad amongst the 
Jews in Cracow. A group of 
six Jews at Tarnow sent one 
of their number to Cracow to 
ask for books and tracts. 


Result of reading. 

At one place the missionary. 
called upon the editor of a 
Jewish paper. When he 
entered his office, he found 
it full of intelligent-looking 
young men, representatives 
of progressive Judaism. He 
had been in correspondence 
with this editor, but had not 
met him before. He found 
that he had diligently read cHork OF THE PARISH CIITURCH, CRACOW. 
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all the books and tracts that had 
been sent him, had thought them 
over and had many questions to 
ask. The burden of the enquiries 
was, where nowadays were the 
Christians to be found that lived 
in accordance with the teaching 
of Christ and His apostles? He 
did not find them either in 
Russia, Austria, or Germany. 
Were they in England? He was 
told that the Kingdom of Heaven 
does not come by observation, 
but is within, and that Pro- 
testants were even more grieved 
by the sight of the idolatry of 
the Roman and Greek churches 
than Jews ever could be. The 
real point at issue was, however, 
not whether Jesus was or was 
not Israel’s Messiah. The editor 
requested further correspond- 
ence with him. 


PEASANT OF CRACOW. 


Enquirers. 


There were seven enquirers, all willing to become Christians, but 
not venturing to do so, as it would not be possible for them 
to find work and employment at Cracow when baptized. Four of 
these were from Russia, and three from Galicia. One of them went 
to Rotterdam, and was baptized by Mr. Zeckhausen. Another is 
in the ‘‘ Home” there. 


| emberg.

The Gospel made known. 


Miss Joel commenced work here in October. She has already 
gained access to several Jewish families of the better class, and has 
begun English classes, with the Bible as text book, and five Jewesses 
regularly attend, two of whom are students atthe University. In this 
way she gets opportunities of making known the Gospel. . 


Evangelistic work. 


At the railway station one always finds opportunity to speak to the 
Jews, both individually and in groups. Here one comes across many 
who are intensely ignorant and superstitious. Others again are both 
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educated and intelligent. Many of these are on their way to foreign 
countries, and in some cases to lands where they may never again 
hear the name of Christ. 


Visitation. 

In the course of visiting Jewish homes the uncle of a convert 
shewed extreme anger. On his being asked by one of the Jews 
present to explain such unwarrantable conduct, he stated that the 
mission had been the cause of his niece having become a Christian, 
and that her father’s heart was now broken. Strange to say, this 
very man has since changed his mind. He recently bought a 
New Testament, and is comparing it with the Old Testament so as to 
find out if Jesus of Nazareth be the Messiah. 


IN THE JEWISH QUARTER, LEMBERG. 


A Jew, who asked for help as he had been out of employment for 
some time, and all his children were ill, was assisted and visited later 
on. His home was a very sad sight—just one room, used as 
workshop, bedroom and kitchen, and five little ones ill with 
influenza and looking half starved. The father, too, who had been 
given a copy of the New Testament said, that but a short time ago 
he would have thought himself defiled had he even handled such a 
book, but that since he had begun to read it and Christian literature, 
he had a strong desire to seek the truth. 


Mission room. 

The mission room has been frequented by a large number of Jews, 
both young and old, and natural antipathy to Christianity is gradually 
giving place to a lively interest in the things concerning Christ.

New Testament. 


A number of enquirers have had regular instruction with a view to 
being baptized. Two came from Russia, they were acquaintances of 
a Jew whose wife was prepared for baptism last year. They had seen 
at his house a New Testament which had been given some years ago-at 
Warsaw to his wife’s first husband. These two Jews had never even 
heard of the existence of such a book, but when told that it was 
all through reading that book that she had found peace with God, 
they asked for the loan of it. The result was that on their coming 
to Lemberg they came to the mission house, recounted the whole story, 
and said they wished for further instruction with a view to being 
baptized. Thus through this same New Testament, three 
were brought into the fold of Christ; and all this fulfilling to 
the letter :—‘‘ Cast thy bread upon the waters: for thou shall find it 
after many days.’”’ Owing to their being foreigners they could not 
be baptized here, and so they left for Germany with that object. 


Bible class. 


Through a Bible class there has been much blessing to some 
young Jews, as also in the English class, through using the Bible as 
a reading book. One of those who have attended, owing to opposi- 
tion through his faith, left for Germany, where he entered a Christian 
home. to join his brother who has been living there for some time 
past. - 


Vienna. 
Rev. A. C. fF. W. Becker. 


New Testament. 


When visiting, Mr. Becker met with much indifference and 
antagonism, though there were bright and encouraging exceptions. 
Nearly 700 New Testaments were sold to Jews interested in 
Christianity. A merchant who bought a New Testament confessed 
that he intended becoming a Christian. Another said that’ his 
daughter had been baptized in a Protestant church, and that he was 
prepared to hear more about Christianity. 


Evangelistic efforts. 


The Jews had many opportunifies for learning the truth by 
sermons, lectures and addresses. One man introduced himself after 
a service, and spoke enthusiastically about it. ‘‘ Protestantism is 
the religion of the future,” was his conviction. 


Christian kindness. 


Once, in a Jewish shop, the owner and other persons proved unkind. 
Suddenly a clerk appeared and said, ‘‘I know this gentleman. He 
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came to the hospital of the Deaconesses and preached there”; he 
then bought a New Testament. Amongst the sick Jews, Mr. Becker 
became acquainted with in the hospital, there was a rich man from 
Russia. He and his wife, who had accompanied him, were deeply 
influenced by the Christian love experienced in that house. A sick 
Gentile asked that his Jewish bride might receive instruction. 


Baptisms. 


A Jewess became the wife of a relation of Mr. Becker’s in 1909 who, 
when a bride, was willing to embrace Christianity for the bride- 
groom’s sake, but the latter refused her sacrifice of intellect. He is an 
earnest Christian and wished that she should not be baptized before she 
had been fully convinced of the truth. Since then Mr. Becker has 
repeatedly tried to bring this Jewess under the sound of the Gospel, 
but she has not yet become a believer. A wealthy Jew, who, five 
years ago, received Christian books from Mr. Becker when in Vienna, 
was baptized elsewhere with his whole family. A physician, formerly 
visited by Mr. Becker was baptized, but his father, an orthodox 
teacher, was so enraged by nis baptism, that he killed himself on 
the last Day of Atonement. The number of Jewish baptisms in the 
Protestant churches of Vienna during one year averages 250. A 
Jewess, who was a native of Hungary, was the only enquirer baptized. 


FRANCE. 


Paris. 


Rev. A. L. W. Adler, B.A., and Miss Maillet, Bible po PP 


Love for Christ. 


Owing to the retirement of both the Rev. A. L. W. Adler and Mr. 
Padva, the Paris mission has been left without superintendence. 
Meetings have been held every week for Jewish women and children 
by the Biblewoman, who has also devoted her time to visiting in the 
homes of. the Jews. Several Jewesses have confessed their faith in 
Christ, including one who died telling of her love for her Saviour. The 
same faith and love has been shewn by many of the elder girls who 
come to the mission. This is mainly due to the simple preaching of 
the atoning death of Christ.as the only hope for sinners.

GERMANY. 
Hamburg. 


kev. D. H. Dolman, M.A., two colporteurs, Bible woman and 
two native workers. 
Many opportunities. 

Looking back on the work of the past year there is cause to be 
grateful to the Lord for the blessing He has given to the work. 
‘Never has there been a time with so many opportunities for witness- 
ing for Christ ; and in many ways open doors have been granted. 


Enquirers’ Home. 

The Enquirers’ Home, supported by the Irish Auxiliary, has been 
unusually full during the year. Beside morning and evening 
prayer, in which the church lessons are read and expounded, the 
young men receive a Scripture lesson twice daily. In the Home are 
Jews from four continents, one is a native of Palestine, one from 
Tunis, some from Turkey, several from Austria, Hungary, Russia 
and Germany, also an English lad. 


Former inmates. 
Several good workers have gone out from the Home, and many 
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_ former inmates are witnessing brightly for Christ on the Continent, 
in England and America. Their number has been increased by Lowy. 
He went through a two-years’ course of missionary training at the 
college at St. Chrischona, under the revered Inspector Rappardt. 
At the end of his time he received an excellent testimonial, and 
was set apart for the Society’s mission work in Hamburg, and the 
Lord is giving him open doors everywhere. 


Emigrant work. 

Colporteur Griin spent three busy weeks working at Bremen, 
visiting the Jews and distributing tracts and New Testaments amongst 
the emigrants. He was kindly received and helped by Christian 


friends. ‘‘ How long have you been here?” asked an elderly Jew, 
who was much respected by the local rabbi. ‘‘ Have you permission 
from him to distribute these books?” ‘‘I have not asked leave 


from your rabbi as I had already permission from another far greater.” 
‘“Who is he?” asked the man, and the ready answer was, “‘ Jesus 


of Nazareth.” ‘‘Can you tell me the way to the landing-stage ?”’ 
said a Jew. ‘‘ You cannot possibly mistake the way,” said the 
colporteur, ‘‘there is only one road leading you straight to it. 


But do you know that there are two roads leading to eternity, 
and can you tell me on which one you are travelling?” 
. The young man did not know this, but at the close of the conversation 
he gratefully took the New Testament which could tell him of the 
Way, the Truth, and the Life. 


Anti-Semitism. 

There are two great obstacles which have to be contended with in 
Jewish missionary work. No one need be surprised that those 
Jews who are driven away from their native country by a so- 
called Christian government, do not feel very well-disposed toward 
Christianity. .This strong. anti-Semitic bias is a great barrier to 
the work. The Jews do not know the difference between nominal and 
real Christians, or between anti-Semites and those who sympathize 
with them. 


Higher criticism. 

Another obstaéle to be struggled with is the critical school of Bible 
students. Jewish lads of the upper and middle classes visit the public 
schools; in many cases they read the New Testament and are present at 
the religious instruction. Unfortunately this is often given by teachers 
imbued with modern critical views, who do not believe themselves, 
and endeavour to take away what little faith the lads still possess. 
Such a young man, with a smattering of second-hand knowledge of 
the Bible, will look down with contempt on anybody who is arguing 
with him and assuming the truth and authenticity of the Bible. Not 
long ago a so-called Christian professor, in ‘a long speech before an 

_ educated audience, spoke for more than two hours trying to prove 
\that Christ had never lived. Such statements make, of course, a deep 
impression on the Jews. 
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Jewish view of Christ. 


Many educated Jews speak highly of Christ as one of the greatest 
of their race that ever lived. Such complimentary expressions about 
Him are apt to be overestimated by Christians. From a missionary 
standpoint they have little value, they do not imply a real change 
toward Christianity. Reformed Jews using such expressions would be 
the first to deny Christ’s claim as the Son of God, the Messiah of 
Israel. With orthodox as well as reformed Jews the only really 
efficient missionary agent is the Gospel of Redemption through the 
blood of Christ. 


‘*Israel’s Hoffnung.’’ 


During the past year the circulation of the magazine, /sruel’s Hoff- 
nung, has again been increased by 10,000 monthly, so that we have now 
reached a circulation of 64,000every month. The Lord has wonderfully 
blessed the paper, in stirring up interest in Jewish mission work 
amongst Christians. There are many Jewish readers who take an 
interest in the magazine. The cost is considerable, about £160 is re- 
quired each month, for postage stamps alone; this has, however, been 
more than met by subscriptions of the readers. In the Home the paper 
is most valuable, as it provides regular employment for the young men, 
and this is a most important factor in the management of a missionary 
institution, where there are at present twenty inmates. We never 
urge baptism; the majority leave without being baptized. None 
depart without knowing the way of salvation. They learn another 
Christianity than that they have seen inthe Roman or Greek churches 
of their native homes. Many often come back after years, and ask 
for baptism. 


‘Baptisms. 


During the year there were four inmates baptized. During the 
’ twelve years Mr. Dolman has carried on the work in the Enquirers’ 
Home 85 adult Jews and Jewesses have been baptized, not including 
children ; many of these are now efficient workers for the Lord in 
Germany, Switzerland and America. 


Kornthal. 


Mr. J. M. Fad. 


A young Christian Jew who received his education at St. 
Chrischona, was married in the summer to one of the converts of the 
mission. For some years he was engaged as city missionary, and is 
now superintendent of an enquirers’ home at Hamburg. Both 
are doing a good work helping their brethren after the flesh to know 
‘Christ as the Saviour. 

D 
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Death of Mrs. Flad. 


‘On October 22nd, Mrs. Flad entered into the rest of God’s people, 
in her eighty-third year. From January 1860, she was engaged 
with Mr. Flad in the Society’s mission in Abyssinia. She superin- 
tended a girls’ school and held mothers’ meetings with the wives of 
the converts, taking them into her house, and reading and explaining 
the Messianic prophecies and God’s plan of salvation. In Europe, 
Asia and Africa she spent and was spent in Christ’s cause. 
She could make herself understood in six languages. During 
the four and a half years’ captivity in Abyssinia, by her wise 
and indefatigable energy the lives of captives were saved, and the 
Committee, as well as the English Government, were kept informed 
about King Theodore and the captives. 


HOLLAND. 


Amsterdam. 
Rev. L. Leckhausen and colporteur. 


Baptisms. 

There is a widespread spirit of materialism amongst the Jews im 
Amsterdam. Several placed themselves for some time under instruc- 
tion, but only three were baptized by Mr. Zeckhausen. Two of these 
first heard the Gospel from Mr. Zalman in Rotterdam, and the 
other from Mr. Friedenthal at Cracow. 


Correspondence. 

A continuous correspondence was kept up with a considerable 
number of former enquirers in different lands, most of whom are 
keeping strong in their faith. A prominent feature in the 
letters of practically all these was the unsettled condition of the minds. 
of the writers that they reveal. Judaism all over Europe seems on 
the parting of the ways. 


Emigrants. 

At frequent intervals Mr. Zeckhausen paid visits to the mission 
hall at Rotterdam and, together with Mr. Zalman, addressed 
Jewish emigrants bound for America. 


Colportage. 

The colporteur, Mr. Abraham van Geldern, faithfully worked 
during the year at Amsterdam, and also made several missionary 
journeys to Leiden, The Hague, Utrecht, Arnhem, Ermelo, Harderwyk, 
&e. He made use of every opportunity offered him to enter into 
ronversation with Jews, distributing amongst them _ several

thousand tracts; but his efforts to induce them to buy the Holy 
Scriptures were altogether unsuccessful. The Society’s edition of the 
Old Testament is being denounced by the rabbis as incorrect. 


Rotterdam. 


Mr. J. Zalman and colporteur. 


Counted the cost before Baptism. 


Amongst those who came to the mission hall was a young Jew 
from Russia, bound for the States. During his short stay he was a 
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frequent visitor at the meetings. In America he was refused ad- 
mission for lack of means and sent back to Rotterdam. But instead 
of continuing his journey home, he begged for employment in the 
workshop so that he could read the New Testament. For four months 
he received » instruction, which he followed with single-minded- 
ness and simplicity. When another ship’s ticket arrived for him from 
America, the uncle who sent it urged him to sail by the first 
boat available. He then asked to be admitted to baptism. 
declaring that he would not leave Holland except as a baptized 
Christian. Mr. Zeckhausen told him of the hatred and persecution 
on the part of his own Jewish relatives he would have to endure. 
It was encouraging to hear this young Jew reply: ‘‘I have counted 
the cost and am ready to pay it.” He has since been baptized. Two 
other young men, inmates of the ‘‘Home,” were baptized in 
the course of the year. 


Bread cast upon the waters. 


Six years ago Mr. Zalman preached the Gospel to a large number of 
Jewish emigrants, none of whom he ever expected to meet again in 
this world. Last September a well-dressed Jew entered the hall and 
introduced himself as a fellow-believer. He said he had first heard 
from Mr. Zalman that Jesus was Israel’s Messiah. When the man 
arrived in the States he continued his enquiries, and with his wife 
and children had been baptized. As the man’s face could not be 
recalled, he reminded Mr. Zalman of a letter he had assisted to 
draft, which together with some of his fellow-travellers he had at the 
time sent to the local papers. That interesting document was :— 

‘«Mr. Editor,—You will greatly oblige us by inserting the follow- 
ing lines in your valued paper. We are anxious to express publicly 
in our own name, as well as in the name of our jellow-emigrants 
from Russia and Roumania, about to embark from here to New York, 
our indebtedness to Mr. J. Zalman and the Christian supporters of the 
mission hall ‘ Elim,’ established at Rotterdam. 

‘“We were obliged by untoward circumstances to spend here three 
weeks, which, but for the hospitality and kindness shewn us at 
‘Elim,’ would certainly have proved wearisome in the extreme. 

*“Many of the members of our party arrived here scantily 
dressed and have been provided in ‘Elim’ with most necessary 
articles of clothing, linen and underwear, shoes and boots! Some 
there were who, not counting upon a prolonged stay at Rotterdam, 
found themselves without any ready money; others could no more 
afford to pay for their modest lodgings. Mr. Zalman provided them 
with the means of buying their food and also defrayed the rent of 
their lodgings. The foresight and kindness of this good man went 
so far, as to even provide these poorest of the poor with some pocket- 
money, in order that they might not arrive penniless in America. 

‘During the severe cold weather of the last fortnight we were not 
only permitted to spend many hours in the well-heated rooms of 
‘Elim,’ but a cup of tea was always liberally placed there at our 
disposal. And to crown it all, this disinterested kindness to poor, 
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despised and dispirited strangers, Mr. Zalman invited us to a 
Christmas treat in his hall and gave us a rich feast of spiritual and 
bodily comforts and good things. Never would we have believed in 
Russia or Roumania that Christians could shew so much love and 
compassion for our downtrodden nation. We think it, therefore, our 
bounden duty to express in this way our heartfelt thanks to Mr. 
Zalman and the good Christian people of this place, and to pray that 
the God of us all may abundantly bless the work so well carried on 
by them in ‘ Elim.’

The good wishes of these Jews were fulfilled in the conversion 
of the man and his family. The man assured Mr. Zalman that many 
of his fellow emigrants then were greatly moved by all they had heard 
and seen in ‘‘ Elim” during their compulsory stay at Rotterdam, and 
that the missionary literature taken by them on the voyage had 
been diligently read. Some, like thisman and his aged father-in-law, 
have those books still in their possession and cherish them as 
mementoes of that beautiful Christmas in ‘‘ Elim.” 


Christian kindness rewarded. 


Amongst many other incidents of the work in the course of the 
year, the following is mentioned, on account of the good impression it 
has produced upon a large number of Jews. One of the emigrants 
happened to develop a very contagious skin disease. The shipping 
company’s physician declined to pass him, and as the local hospitals 
would not admit him, he was told to go back to Russia. In this 
extremity he came to Mr. Zalman for advice, and under the doctor’s 
guidance he undertook to treat him himself. With the Lord’s blessing 
the poor man was completely cured and allowed to proceed on his 
voyage. His thanks were almost embarrassing ; wherever he went, he 
proclaimed to all and sundry the love and kindness shewn him by 
Christian missionaries, whilst the Jews would have nothing to do with 
him in his trouble. Even from New York he wrote saying that he 
was untiringly telling everybody what a missionary had done for 
him. Numbers of Jews, who formerly would not come near the 
mission hall, came in consequence to see us and express their thanks. 

11,911 Jews visited “Elim” during 1909. When one con- 
siders that two associations of local Jews are doing their very best 
to prevent emigrants frequenting the mission hall, and that they are 
also warned against the mission at the Jewish lodging-houses, 
there is reason to be satisfied with the number of callers and the 
opportunities so afforded for preaching the Gospel. 


Reading the New Testament. 
The general attitude of the Jews to the preaching varied consider- 
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ably: some mocked, others listened attentively. At times there 
would be debates amongst the Jews themselves as to who was right, 
and that afforded the opportunity to instruct them more fully. As a 
rule, few of these emigrants had ever seen a copy of the New Testa= 
ment—many had not even heard of its existence. One such Jew 
eagerly devoured the pages of the book the whole of an afternoon, 
and asked numerous questions. Before leaving, he begged for as 
many tracts as he could be supplied with, in order to prosecute his 
studies on the steamer. 


Literature circulated. 

Twelve Old Testaments, 831 New Testaments, 235 portions of 
Scripture and 33 ‘‘Old Paths’; also 6,676 tracts in Yiddish and 
Hebrew were circulated. 159 New Testaments, 3 Old Testaments, 
and 1 ‘‘ Old Paths’”’ were sold. 


ITALY. 


Rome. 


Urs, Somerset Burtchaell, Signor F. Boriglione (supported locally) ; 
and Dr. A. Arias (medical). 


Mission work. 

The classes and the medical mission, by which the work was princi- 
pally;done amongst the Jews in Rome, continued their useful objects, 
though the opening of a free Jewish dispensary diminished the 
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numbers. However, those who attended were more earnest andreverent 
when spoken to on spiritual things, than was usual when they came in 
crowds. The prayers, too, offered in the name of Christ, were more 
valued, petitions more often brought, and spontaneous thanksgiving 
for prayers answered more frequent. 

The night school was a means of reaching the parents, who were very 
proud of their children’s progress, and gladly took advantage of 
sending them to so good a teacher. Signor Boriglione writes 
beautiful little pieces with Christian teaching for the children to 
recite, and the parents listen gladly ; the children shewing by their 
earnestness and seriousness that they really feel reverence for the 
sacred words which they repeat. On the last occasion over sixty Jews 
and Jewesses were present to hear the recitations. 


Encouragement, 


Mrs. Burtchaell finds great encouragement in remembering the 
attitude of the Jews in Rome when thirty-eight years ago she first 
began work amongst them. The poor have had the Gospel taught 
them, and from being bitterly opposed to Christianity many have 
grown to value the teaching, especially for their children, and in 
their troubles turn to prayer offered in the Name of Christ. 


Jewish view of our Lorp. 


The cultured Jews no longer ignore or despise Christ; they are 
proud that the greatest of teachers, reformers and examples 
for the human race should have been of Jewish birth. Mrs. Burtchaell 
heard a Jewish gentleman say, when he saw a boy jump into the 
river to save a child from drowning, that he thought, ‘‘If Christ had not 
died that boy would never have acted thus.”” But the vail seems still 
to hide the Deity of Christ from their hearts; though many, it is 
felt, believe in it more than they know. 
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Visitation. 


The Rev. Fiorenzo Boriglione visited Jewish families, especially 
where there was illness; as a result friendship and confidence increased. 
A young man who frequently came to the medical mission, finding 
himself near the end of life, asked Signor Boriglione to come and see 
him, and then begged that he would sing one of the hymns he had 
often heard at the mission hall. He then urged his people to continue 
to come to the meetings. It is quite believed that in his heart he 
had found his Saviour. 


ROUMANIA. 


Bucharest. 


Rev. J. H. Adeney, B.A., Rev. H. Zimmerman, Miss Keith and 
a colporteur. 
Schools—Miss M. Galka and Miss C. Bonin (schoolmistress), 
and twenty-six teachers. 
Bistritz (Hungary)—Jfsston assistant. 
Jassy— Colporteur. 


At the close of the year in the elementary school there were on the 
registers 419, and in the High School 383 children, all under full 
Christian teaching. 


Oltenu mission school. 


In this elementary school it was a great joy to be able to admit 130 
more children than in the previous year, and to have such a splendid 
set of schoolrooms in which to teach them. In spite of the largely 
increased accommodation all the applicants could not be admitted, and 
enough to have filled a small school had to be sent away. Many of the 
new children did not understand the religious lessons at first. It was 
however not long before they began to take a real interest in what they 
heard and to ask questions, which shewed in some cases that they had 
grasped the way of salvation. In the eldest class they were divided 
into two camps, the one for and the other against Christ. This very 
division shewed that a work was going on, which compelled them to 
think and decide. One girl specially fought the battle most earnestly, 
and when the opposite party denied that the New Testament was the 
Word of God, she told them that they had no right to speak till 
they had earnestly studied the whole of the Bible, and that it was 
just the teaching of Christ which the Jews needed. Another quite 
gave her heart to the Lord, and is trying to live out His life as far as 
she knows it. She longs to be baptized as soon as she leaves school, 
and there seems every probability of her being allowed to enter the 
Christian Church. Her great desire is to pass on the good news to 
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others. This missionary spirit strikes one so much in our Jewish 
children ; they answer straight away when asked what should be done 
with the Gospel, ‘‘Tell others about it,’ and when asked why, reply, 
‘“‘ Because without Christ the world cannot be saved.” 

In the Olteni school indifference and sometimes even opposition was 
met with from some of the elder children. But God wonderfully 
shewed that the Gospel can conquer, for it subdued one of the most 
difficult girls in the highest class. During 1909, her last year, she 
gave her heart to the Saviour, and became a real power for good 
throughout the whole school. When she left, her mother, a worldly 
woman, would not tolerate her reading the Bible at home, and burnt 
it. But the girl has still been allowed to come to the school, and has 
used the opportunity to learn the Scriptures by heart, which no one 
can take from her. These in times of temptation proved an effective 
weapon and kept her firm. She is only waiting till she is of age to 
make an open confession of her Saviour in baptism. 


GIRLS’ ELEMENTARY SCHOOL, BUCHAREST. 


Saturday classes. 


The Saturday school was well attended ; this was the more noticeable 
as it is voluntary and the children have so much instruction in 
Christianity in the school week. A class for the elder girls was held 
the same day. One has decided for Christ, and specially needs prayer. 
Her people are very much against Christianity and see clearly the 
difference in her life, and make it very hard for her. She is longing 
to confess her faith openly; meanwhile she bravely and patiently 
bears persecution. 
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- Girls who have left were kept in touch with through the various 
classes which Miss Keith holds and in which Miss Taaffe helped. 


Negustori mission school. 


The high school was carried on with ever increasing difficulty. 
The class rooms were overcrowded, the boarders as badly provided for 
as could be, and the teachers wretchedly housed. In spite of all, in 
God’s goodness results were excellent. Fraulein Olga Goldmann, 
a former pupil, did good work amongst the younger children. They are 
very impressionable, aad the seed of the Word falls into soft ground ; 
their eyes sparkle when they hear about the Good Shepherd, and most 
heartily they sing hymns to His praise; their favourite one being 
‘“Come to Jesus,”’ translated into Roumanian. The first class was 
fuller than ever, amongst them being a dozen bright little laddies, all 
very earnest and doing splendidly under Fraulein Marie Finkelstein, 
another of our old pupils. 


Growing sense of sin. 


The tone of the school was good, the happy expression of the 
children’s faces proving that the hallowing influence of the Gospel was 
at work amongst them. Especially thankful were all for the growing 
sense of sinfulness. In the headmistress’s room there were many 
opportunities of noticing this. After a fall there was often deep, 
touching grief and contrition, and then it was delightful to be able to 
point them again and again to the precious blood of Christ. At such 
times there was always a readiness for prayer, and very many 
beautiful prayers came from these children’s lips. 


Baptisms. 


There are some girls of whom we know that they have decided 
to follow Christ through life. It was a great joy to bring one of the 
boarders with her blind father to baptism. She has given her heart 
wholly to Christ, and will, we trust, by God’s grace, become the centre 
for all those who believe in the school. Many of the elder girls came 
to her saying, ‘‘ How good it is for you that you can be baptized, how I 
wish I could be so too”’! Some of these girls have a hard fight at 
home ; amongst them are two sisters to whose mother the headmistress 
said some years ago, ‘‘ We shall see whose influence is the greater, 
your counterinfluence or the strong magnetism of the Lord Jesus.” 
This mother said the other day to her daughters, ‘‘ What is the good 
of your believing in Christ? ’’ The elder girl replied, ‘I will shew 
you by my life what it is to believe.” 


Former pupils. 


The work amongst former scholars was carried on very earnestly 
by Miss Field, Schwester Martha Galka, our devoted headmistress, 
and Miss Pierce. One and another confessed her faith in Christ, 
proving that the work is not in vain. 


Bible class incidents. 
The Rey. H. Zimmerman, in his interesting work amongst young 
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men who attend his classes, gives the following incidents: One is 
the son of pious and well-to-do parents. He verifies all the quotations 
I give him from his own Hebrew Bible, and is not far from the 
Kingdom. Another asked whether there was really peace to be found 
in Christ, and when I answered gladly ‘“‘ Yes!” he said, ‘‘ but I have 
seen many Jews very happy in their religion.” Tasked him if he had 
ever seen a Jew who was not afraid to die, and he answered sadly 
that he had not. Another stated that there was no mention of hell in 
the Bible, it was only a New Testament idea. I shewed him some 
striking passages in the former. He took my Bible home to compare 
it with his own copy. When he brought it back he confessed that 
I was right, and added, ‘‘ This is the first time for fifteen years that 
I have looked into the Bible.” He promised to continue reading it. 
The story of Abraham leaving his idols and father’s house, shewed the 
fallacy of the deeply-rooted Jewish principle: ‘‘ Born a Jew, diea Jew.” 
Another Jew said—to give his own words—‘“‘ It does not depend upon 
who, or what, my father is, but wholly on my accepting the truth 
through faith.” He has read many tracts since. 


Evangelistic meetings. 

The Sunday evening meetings were better attended than formerly. 
Whole families came to these, often at the instance of their children. 
The great festival days of the Jews were taken full advantage of by 
them. They thronged the mission hall, which proved too small to 
accommodate the crowds of eager listeners, numbering nearly 1,000 
altogether. On the Day of Atonement Mr. Zimmerman was invited to go 
to a neighbouring synagogue, where he met a great many Jews he knew, 
and several more he did not. He was introduced to an officiating rabbi, 
whom he had met elsewhere. This man was just then repeating some 
prayers in an undertone, so Mr. Zimmerman made his way to the back 
entrance, where a large crowd gathered in order to hear what he 
had to say about the true meaning of the great day. The rabbi, 
seeing himself deserted, called his flock to come to prayer. Mr. 
Zimmerman then told them of the missionary service in the afternoon 
and invited them all to come and many did. 


House visitation. 

Miss M. Keith says that in visiting she always finds Jews responsive 
and ready to listen in almost every case to the Gospel, but that it would 
not be so if the way were not prepared by the children of the schools, 
who thus become missionaries in their homes. ‘‘ Mother,’’ said an 
eleven year old girl, “‘ you should see how well our teacher gives us 
lessons from the Old Testament, and how beautifully the New Testament 
agrees with the Old.” Another time, when visiting the grandparents 
of one of the children, she found them most willing to hear and quite 
familiar with New Testament teaching. Speaking to them of the duty 
of the Jews to preach the Gospel, the old lady said, ‘‘Ah, now I 
understand why you have the schools; you want to instruct these 
children that they should be the messengers to teach the heathen world.”’ 
Miss Keith said, ‘‘Thatisitexactly.” ‘‘ Well,” she replied, ‘‘may God 
give you your heart’s desire.” 
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Mothers’ meeting. 

The mothers’ meeting has developed into a Bible class as well as a 
working party. Atpresent the Epistle to the Hebrews is being studied, 
and the women are so delighted to read and to see with their own eyes 
all the references in the Old Testament to the New. They all seem 
much more earnest, and several of them are believers in their hearts, 
although they have not yet openly acknowledged their Master ; it is so 
difficult for a woman to do this. In connexion with the mothers’ 
meeting, Mrs. Zimmerman commenced a Bible class, several of the 
more earnest of the women came and are greatly helped thereby. 
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Girls’ classes. 


The girls’ classes were on the whole well attended considering the 
difficulty of girls going out at night, having always to bring their 
servants or brothers to escort them. The classes for the study of English 
were very much appreciated, and as they were not confined to those 
who had been educated in the schools, they were a means of reaching 
girls who never had heard the Gospel. 

The girls’ social gathering has developed; they very much enjoy 
singing hymns. Not only do the girls themselves learn in that way 
the Gospel, but they also teach their parents and brothers and 
sisters. When visiting the home of one of the girls, she was sitting 
with her hymn book open, teaching a cousin to sing the different hymns 
she knew. He is a student, and a very earnest talk resulted ; he is 
now studying a Bible this cousin lent to him. She is really a believer 
at heart and would like to bring others to know the truth. 
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Bible class for girls. 


At the Sunday Bible class the girls were more earnest ; the death of 
one of their number made a deep impression on several of them. 


Distribution of literature. 


Colporteur Iritz notices the increasing value of the distribution 
of Berith Am and Kol WBhasser. The willingness of Jews to renew 
the annual subscription shews those who are really interested in the 
truth. In one place there is a subscriber for sixteen years, 
a Christian in heart. Ivitz was once surrounded by a crowd of Jews 
warmly opposing him. One of these subscribers immediately began 
to take his part and bought a number of tracts, with the happy result 
that so many others did the same that his bag was soon empty, and 
and on being refilled was emptied a second time. 


Work at Jassy. 


In Jassy Iritz continues his work, paying special attention to those 
who are near to the Kingdom, such as the shoemaker who has been 
referred to before, and only held back by his distressing malady and 
consequent dependence on the Jews from being baptized. His sister’s 
two children are in the Society’s schoolsin Jerusalem. With him Ivitz 
can pray, he joining in as well as he is able. Even in the Jewish 
hospital Ivitz visits acquaintances, where he met an educated and 
well-to-do man, who had known Oolporteur Goldmann, Iritz’s 
predecessor, and had not torgotten his teaching. 


Memories of school time. 


In one place Iritz, and Eisenmann the new colporteur, met with 
great opposition. They had just been selling to the workmen in a 
factory when the Jewish owner came up, and buying a number of tracts, 
threw them on the fire to shew his contempt for their teaching. In 
the same place they had a very different experience. The daughter 
of the house had been in the Society’s school. Her answer to the 
question whether she still loved the Lord Jesus was, ‘‘ Yes,” and that 
she hoped as soon as she came of age to confess her faith openly. 
With tears in her eyes she called to remembrance all that she had 
learnt there, and longed to be back again. In two other places where 
girls had been in the school they heard the same testimony. 


Success in the work. 


Mission-agent Altmann in the thirty-third annual report of his 
work in Trans-silvania (Hungary) speaks of the great difference in the 
attitude of the Jews to Christianity to what it was in his early days. 
He says that fanatical Jews used to believe that missionaries practised 
witchcraft and dealt in demonology, and that his nearest Jewish 
friends were afraid to speak to him, and he had to escape through a 
window to avoid violence. The very efforts of the Jews to strengthen 
their position by all sorts of societies for the support of Judaism and 
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the opposing of Christian teaching are proof enough of the success 
of the work. The yearly number of baptisms in Hungary may be 
counted by the hundred in all walks in life. 


Results and baptisms. 

The following incidents illustrate the way in which God leads men. 
In 1896 Altmann was in a mountain town where he found quite a 
number of Hebrew Christians who had sought refuge there from the 
persecutions of the Jews in other parts. But even there they were 
not to be left in peace, persecution drove them from the mines and 
they were obliged to leave for America. On his visiting the 
town again in 1900 he found the Jews most unwilling to listen. 
With one man however he had a long conversation. This year (1909) 
that same Jew came to Bistritz and told him that in 1900 two young 
men had left to join those same Hebrew Christians in America and 
had been baptized there. The speaker had read the New Testament 
as he had promised to do, but for lack of explanation had put it on 
one side. The efforts of the rabbis and their warnings against 
Christianity had made him take it up again and he was reading it 
again with real interest. One day Altmann met a Jew and 
entered into conversation with another who knew him well. As 
the result shewed clearly who he was and what his object was, 
the former rose up in great anger and left the house. Sometime 
afterward he found out that this man had left his town out of shame 
that his son had been baptized. This young man had been a student 
at the College in Bistritz, and Altmann had often met him in the room 
of a fellow student with whom he had had many a talk. The latter 
had been very inclined to Christianity and had often said he felt. 
that in Christianity he would find the satisfaction which Judaism did 
not givehim. He carried on his studies in Hanover and Vienna. and 
was eventually baptized. Some time after he became a chemist in a 
factory, where he again met his old fellow student, then the bookkeeper 
there. This led to the latter’s conversion, and he too was baptized, 
and when the former became director of a factory in Agram his 
friend went with him. This man, as the son of such a father, had 
been very opposed to Christian teaching, and little did Altmann 
expect to find that he too had entered the Christian Church. 


‘* After many days.”’ 

In the summer an inspection was held, to which the owners of farms. 
and states had to come. Altmann succeeded in getting inte conversa- 
tion with many of those who were Jews. On the commission was an 
engineer, who had been brought up as a ‘‘ Chassid,” a Pharisee, but 
had drifted away first to Reformed Judaism and then to nothing. 
Through him he became acquainted with a college companion 
of his, one of these estate owners. Altmann had spoken to them. 
both in their student days. The former was already an unbeliever in 
heart, and sad to say has remained so, the latter was very opposed. 
to Christianity and wanted to become a teacher in a Talmud school. 
Through want of a suitable post he took a situation as tutor to a man. 
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who owned estates in the country. He eventually gave up teaching 
and took to farming, working himself up till he finally owned an 
estate of hfs own. During this time he came in contact with the 
Protestant pastors of the district and continued the study of the Bible 
to which Altmann had introduced him. He became more and 
more interested until finally, fifteen years after he had been first 
spoken to, he confessed his faith in Christ. It was most encouraging 
to hear him defending his new faith from the attacks of the 
unbelieving engineer, his whilom fellow student. 


Colportage. 

The two colporteurs and mission agent Altmann visited thirty-one 
towns in Roumania, twelve in Bulgaria, two in Servia and six in 
Hungary, reaching thereby over 100,000 Jews, beside working at 
their respective stations, which contain over 100,000 Jews. 
tim 
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Circulation of the Scriptures. 

The circulation amounted to 566 Bibles, 119 Old Testaments, 
193 Pentateuchs, 87 Haphtorahs, 1,120 Psalms, 230 portions of Old 
Testament, 1,218 New Testaments and 2,173 portions of the same, 
and 18,748 tracts—including 2,811 copies of the two Jargon papers, 
Berith Am and Kol W bhasser. The schools took 137 Bibles, 39 Psalms, 
and 80 New Testaments. Thus the whole circulation came to 24,713 
tracts and Scriptures. The total amount received, after deducting 
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percentages, was £124 3s. 6d., or £132 13s. 8d., including the school 
sales. Almost all the Scriptures and seventy per cent. of the tracts 
were sold, and for the most part to the Jews. The circulafion again 
exceeded that of the preceding year, in spite of the lack of a colporteur 
all the summer. 


Opposition. 

Colporteur Weisskopf speaks of many a hard contest im the course 
of his work, his chief opponents being Zionists and Socialists. The 
former look upon him as a national enemy. With one of these’ 
Weisskopf had a long talk, shewing him that the mission of Israel 
was not to be a nation in the possession of Palestine merely, but to 
be God’s witnesses to all people, and that the Hebrew Christians were 
doing this in the truest sense. There is an energetic Socialistic 
propaganda going on, amply provided with literature both in Jargon 
and Roumanian, which appeals very strongly to the half educated 
Jewish working class youth. They are ready to praise what they 
consider socialistic in the teaching of Christ, whilst rejecting the 
Christian faith. In acafé, which is their headquarters, Weisskopf had 
many a battle, shewing them that at the base of all the evil lies sin, and 
that they need a Saviour. Occasionally opposition goes so far as to 
express itself in expulsion from house or shop. As often as not it is 
the wife, who is the prime mover in the opposition; the Jewesses 
being more ignorant and fanatical when they have not come under 
Christian influence. Weisskopf was explaining to the owner of a shop 
what his books were, but the moment the wife heard the answer, she 
began to order him out of the shop and flew into a terrible passion. 
Her husband tried to get her to listen to reason, but she refused, and 
the colporteur had to leave the shop as quickly as he could to avoid 
any actual violence. With one young man, a socialist, Weisskopf 
had a talk, and in the end he bought a Roumanian Bibie to see what 
that Book really did say, and whether the materialistic teaching 
which he had heard was truth. 


Encouragement. 


On the other hand he often met with encouragement. Once 
when passing a private house, an old man called to him and said he 
wanted to buy some of his books. His appearance suggested that he 
would be the last to buy missionary literature. Great was Weisskopt’s 
astonishment when the man immediately bought eight books and told 
him to come again and he would buy more, as he so enjoyed Christian. 
literature. Still less likely did it seem that the old beadle of a very 
large synagogue would prove a friend, and yet he could hardly tind 
words in which to speak highly enough of Christ, and referred with 
assurance to the time when there would be one flock and one 
Shepherd. Words spoken to him years ago had not been forgotten, 
and only his position kept him back from going further. Another 
proved to have been deeply influenced by a tract given him four 
years ago. He was delighted to have an opportunity of having the 
the way of salvation more clearly pointed out to him. Another man was 
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a subscriber to Berith dm. Unfortunately in his absencea Jew had 
found the paper on his table, and had persuaded his wife to destroy 
it. He was glad of the opportunity to have Christianity explained 
to him. He now has the paper sent to a friend, from whom he gets 
it and reads it on his journeys. In another case Weisskopf found 
that the young man to whom he had sold a Bible last year, had 
evidently diligently studied it. Hetoo had many a difficulty to be 
resolved, and then listened with great interest as Weisskopf spoke of 
sin and the sacrifice of Christ as the only way of Redemption. He 
bought a number of tracts to help him to continue his search after 
the truth. Here and there the colporteur meets Jews who have joined 
the National Church, and in one case the man had become an 
Adventist (Sabbatarian), a sect which is carrying on a vigorous 
propaganda, and strange to say, gathering a large following amongst 
the Roumanians and Germans. One of these Jews was the owner of 
an estate, who with a friend bought a Bible and asked for the address 
of the Bible Society, that he might buy Bibles for the Roumanians 
on his estate. 


Interest aroused. 


Colporteur Ivitz worked four and a half months in Jassy, six weeks 
in Bulgaria and Servia, and six months in missionary journeys in 
Roumania. He spent most of his Saturdays and Sundays in Jassy, 
and was able to render considerable help to the Swedish mission 
there. He relates that in a small place where he had to put up for 
the night, a crowd of Jews gathered round him when they learned 
that he was a Hebrew Christian. He noticed with what evident 
interest they listened to his explanations. Late in the evening, one 
of those who had heard him came, Nicodemus like, to hear more 
and to confess that he had great leanings toward Christianity. 
His question at the end was one which may well go home to friends 
at home, ‘‘ Why don’t missionaries come to us and hold meetings?” 


Seekers after truth. 


In Bulgaria and Servia he had many encouraging experiences. In 
one place the rabbi is a reader of the New Testament and ‘“‘ Old Paths,” 
and put no difficulties in the way of the sale of literature, not 
even contradicting Iritz’s answers to Jews who came with’ various 
questions. In another place, a Jewish barber much rejoiced to see 
him, and they read together out of the man’s Bulgarian Bible. It 
was a great joy to him to hear the Gospel from a Jewish brother, so 
much was difficult to him in the Gentile presentment of the truth 
which he had heard. Ivitz was able to introduce him to another 
seeker after truth in the same place, and thus fill a great lack in his life 
of some one to talk to, who could understand his Jewish difficulties. 
In the same place, there is a well-to-do Jewish mechanic, who is a 
subscriber to Berith 4m, and an earnest reader of Christian books and 
tracts. Ivitz carries on a regular correspondence with him, 
helping him spiritually.

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Hebrew Christians. 


The weekly prayer meeting is the centre of the work, and the 
Spirit of God is moving amongst the band of Hebrew Christians, 
which has been increased by three baptisms during the year, a 
motherless girl with her blind father, and a shoemaker. A former 
scholar has returned as a bright Christian from her training in 
Switzerland. The new colporteur is married, and his young wife 
makes one more. Associated with them are others, some of whom are 
open believers, but for the present held back by various reasons, 
others are secret believers and enquirers. This special meeting for 
Hebrew Christians is such a help to others to feel they are not standing 
alone, and that they have fellowship from the first day they believe. 
These are a great assistance at the mission services, shewing the 
people in and distributing tracts. 


Lantern 
lectures. 


There were 
3,400 attend- 
ances in nine 
months at the 
weekly meeting. 
The lantern 
again was a 
great help, and 
the Bible story 
in word and 
picture con- 
tinues. to hold 
the heart and 
mind of the 
Jews. The. 
special preacher 
at the New 
Year’s festivals 
was the Rey. A. 
P. Weinberger, 
trom Constanti- 
nople. On the 
Day of Atone- 
ment two halls 
could have been 
filled. On this 
occasion each 
Jew on enter- 
ing received a 
tract. 
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Reading room. 

The reading room has proved useful for the Hebrew Christians and . 
enquirers to spend their spare evenings in, and for attracting Jews to 
think more earnestly. Bible classes have been begun. The attend- 
ance is small, but some at last have been awakened to study the 
things which belong to their peace. Mr. Adeney says: ‘‘ If only there 
were more time, more strength and more workers and more of the 
power of the Holy Spirit!” 


Staff increased. 

The mission has been increased by the addition of Miss Wood, 
who has come at her own charges, to superintend the boarding 
house in the Negustori school. Miss Taaffe has become secretary 
to the schools and mission and proves a most capable accountant. 
Fraulein Lisbeth Galka, the sister of the high school headmistress, 
as a voluntary worker, is superintending the housekeeping of the 
Negustori school. 

Visit of the Bishop. 

The Bishop of Gibraltar paid a visit in the autumn, and 
dedicated the new high school building to the service of God, and 
addressed the teachers and guests at the opening ceremony. 

British Chaplaincy. 

Mr. Adeney has carried on the duties of British chaplain. Mr. 
Zimmerman went to Belgrade in the autumn, and at Christmas he 
took the English services there. H.B.M. Minister there has again 
most generously contributed to the mission.

Miss Blumberg, depot-keeper. 


Miss Blumberg, who is in charge of the book depot, says that 
during the year she had sixty-three enquirers to whom she 
gave instruction in Christianity. Of these forty-three eventually 
asked for baptism, but as there was no head of the mission their 
desire could not be fulfilled. She used the post to send Christian 
literature to rabbis in ten counties of Poland, and gave copies of the 
Old and New Testament to Jews whom shoe felt were seekers 


after truth.

Jewish superstitions, 


The younger generation are now able to read and write, but 
ignorance of Scripture is found everywhere, and traditions and 
superstitions rule their lives. Jewish and Turkish amulets are 
frequently made use of, and no amount of persuasion is able to divest 


these of their supposed efficacy. Even children who come to the 
schools wear them.

Church services, 


The attendance at the Saturday and Sunday morning services was 
encouraging. The same prayers, being always used, become impressed 
on the memories of the Jews who come. Many of these are mentally 
convinced of the truth, and it is not want of assent that keeps them 
back from open confession, but the fear of men. As the church is 
small, only the elder children can be present. Many of them love 
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the services and the instruction given afterward in the Sunday 
school, which has now ninety-nine on the register. 


Baptisms. 


There have been several enquirers, one of whom had for many 
years been a believer and desirous of being baptized, but his relations 
in Russia always raised objections. Recently he felt his time 
had come to own his Master, and after due instruction was baptized. 
He afterward persuaded his son to be prepared for baptism and to 
place himself under instruction. As grace began to work in the latter’s 
heart he told his Jewish employer he was convinced that to become 
a Christian was a duty which God demanded of him, and that he 
could not give up his faith in Christ. He has since been discharged, 
and has confessed his faith in baptism in the mission church. 

An elderly Jew here confesses to all with whom he works 
that the Lord Jesus is the Messiah. He is not yet baptized, but is a 
sincere believer. 


Galata mission hall. 


In Galata 2,780 Jews came to the mission hall, all of whom heard 
the Gospel. The simple preaching is being blessed. A Jew who had 
never before heard a missionary, or met a true Christian, or even 
read the Gospel, on being told the Scriptural reasons for the truth 
of Christianity, became quite enthusiastic, and wished to be baptized 
as soon as possible.

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Girls’ school. 


There has been another fire, from which the mission house was 
only just saved. ‘‘ God dida miracle, because He loves the Christians,” 
was a remark heard more than once then. As this meant another 
week’s holiday, it was quite astonishing how well most of the classes 
did in their examination. Two girls passed very creditably the College 
of Preceptors’ examination in December, one of them gaining dis- 
tinction in Scripture and drawing. Both of them promise to make 
very good, steady teachers. : 

The girls attend very regularly the Sunday service and the school 
held afterward. Every Friday there is a prayer meeting held for them. 
The Scripture Union classes are well attended by former scholars. 


Boys’ school. 


This is still bravely struggling on, in spite of the Jews having 
opened a new school with free dinners, which drew a great many boys 
away. However there are still fifty under Christian instruction.

Progress of the work. 


This mission station, where there are 50,000 Jews, has been strength- 
ened by the appointment of the Rev. H. C. Burrough, who arrived in 
April. The work has grown in all directions, and year by year greater 
numbers of Jews are reached with the Gospel in their homes, in 
restaurants and in the streets. The poor have not been neglected ; the 
hungry have been fed, the naked clothed, the sick visited in the 
hospitals and in their own homes, and the dying comforted by the 
Word of God and prayer, being pointed to Christ as the only way of 
salvation. An elderly Jew, a regular attendant at the mission 
services, fell seriously ill f 
and succumbed. When 
visited in the hospital be- 
fore all the Jews in the 
ward he openly confessed his 
faith in Jesus Christ as the 
only true Messiah, adding 
at the end: ‘Glory be to 
the Father, and to the Son, 
and to the Holy Ghost!” 


Mission services. 


At the two weekly services 
many Jews came to hear the 
Word of God expounded. 
Some were most regular and 
joined heartily in the re- 
sponses and singing, and the 
deep attention with which 
most of them listen to the 
preaching of the Word is 
most marked. One Jew 
from Aidin was induced by 
the sermon to purchase a 
New Testament, which he MISSION HOUSE, SMYRNA. 
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is studiously reading. Another Jew and his son, who live in 
Akhissar (the ancient Thyatira), have attended several times when in 
Smyrna on business. The father wished to possess a Prayer Book and 
a hymn-book, so they were given to him. A Jew from Thyra said : 
‘‘ One Saturday I attended your service, and the words of the sermon 
are still ringing in my heart.” 

At the Sunday evening services the attendance consists largely of 
girls from the school, young men and boys, with a good number of 
elderly people. 


Enquirers. 


Several enquirers were carefully instructed in the Christian 
faith. The father of a family and his son are still under instruction. 
His wife also loves to hear the truth and regularly attends the Sunday 
evening services, though her neighbours taunt her for it and call her 
a Christian. She seldom comes alone, but is generally accompanied 
by her children and one or two other elder girls. 


Colportage. 


The colporteur visited nearly all the towns in the interior with 
Jewish inhabitants, and the island of Rhodes as well. In some places 
he was well received and felt greatly encouraged, but in others he 
met with severe rebufis and open animosity. One man said to him: 
‘‘T do not think you will ever receive pardon, either in this world 
or inthe next, for the great sin of having given these cursed papers.” 


Jews stirred. 


Christian literature has certainly stirred up numbers of Jews, 
even to anger, as in the times of the Apostles. They tore the 
pamphlets to bits and threw them at the colporteur. One young man 
in a bazaar took out a match and lighted the leaflet in the presence 
of many Jews, making blasphemous remarks. In Salikli,; a rabbi 
went together with his son from house to house collecting the 
pamphlets, and then burnt them all openly in the bazaars. 


New Testament. 


On the other hand there were most encouraging proofs that the 
Word of God and tracts had been carefully studied. One young 
man, who had read several of the latter, was led to purchase a New 
Testament. A Jew in the interior was brought to the knowledge of 
the truth by studying the New Testament. His wife keeps him back 
at present from openly confessing his faith, but he said that before 
his death he hoped to be baptized. A Jewish teacher who had 
read much said: ‘I really know the truth, but I cannot face 
baptism as I should at once lose my situation.”” Two Jews are really 
Christians at heart, both keeping the New Testament in their shops, 
and reading it continually. Another Jew, who has several times 
read the New Testament right through, and can quote passages with 
ease, lost his copy, but being very anxious to possess another, Mr. 
Mihlenbruch gave him one; on receiving it he reverently kissed it, 
shewing thereby that he valued it as much as the Law of Moses. 


SMYRNA. 1G: 


Work amongst children. 

Miss Ashe, the honorary lady-helper, is very well known in the 
Jewish quarter. Children run after her and are pleased to see her. 
There were many houses where she was a welcome friend and could 
read the Bible and speak freely about the Lord Jesus. The mission 
school for Jewish girls is flourishing. In 1901 there were only eight 
children, and now there are 182 on the register. Miss Cairns says 
that the standard of work is rising, and that girls in the lower 
division of the second class are doing what the highest class did two 
years ago. The first class made very satisfactory progress in all their 
lessons. Their knowledge of Scripture compares favourably with 
that of girls of the same age at home. They are reading the

portions for the ‘‘ Children’s Scripture Union,” as well as their daily 
lessons in the Old and New Testament. Eight former pupils came 
on Saturdays for an hour and a half for a Bible lesson and English 
reading. In this way and by calling on them in their homes an 
influence is kept up over them. The minds of the children seem 
obsessed with wrong notions about Christ, through stumbling blocks 
being placed in the way of belief by their parents and others. Yet 
there is much encouragement, and the work has untold possibilities. 
It is no small thing to have under constant Christian teaching 180 
Jewish girls, not one of whom comes from a Christian home. The 
influence upon the parents is appreciable. ; 
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Sunday school. 


In the Sunday school there was much encouragement; girls from 
other schools were present as well as those from the Society’s, and 
were taught Scripture lessons and texts. 


Visitation. 


Mr. Mihlenbruch and Mr. Burrough receive a warm welcome in 
houses from which children come to the school. In these visits they 
are sometimes able to read the Scriptures with the people. Seldom is 
a house visited in#which it is not possible to leave at least some 
message. Occasionally bitter hostility is met with, as in the case of 
an old man wh@ shook his fist in Mr. Miihlenbruch’s face, and 
shouted and trembled with rage when told that Jesus of Nazareth was 
the Messiah. On the other hand unexpected encouragement is some- 
times given, as in the case of the wife of one who regularly attends the 
services. During a conversation in their house about the claims of Jesus 
Christ to a friend of theirs, the latter seemed inclined to be incredulous, 
when the wife joined in, ‘‘ Yes, all that they say is quite true.” 
As a rule the women are notorious for their ignorance and deep-rooted 
bigotry and hostility, whilst the men as a whole are self-righteous 
and sunk in indifference. 


Classes. 


At the evening classes thirty-four young men and boys attended 
regularly, all shewing a real desire to learn. The Gospel of St. John 
in English was the text book, and in that way the young men got to 
know the way of salvation. These classes were valuable as reaching 
those that could not otherwise have been touched. Several members 
were regular attendants at the Sunday evening service. 


A falling away. 

When there is a discussion on religious subjects, in the streets or in 
shops, the boys and young men evince a much keener interest than 
those of a similar age in England. On the other hand, the spiritual 
condition of the younger generation is very sad. Many have 
abandoned even the outward observances of Judaism, and having 
nothing in its place, have fallen practically into atheism. 


Boys’ school. 


A school for boys has just been opened. It is early to speak much 
yet, but the possibilities are great, considering that there are 8,000 
families of Spanish Jews in Smyrna, and that up to the present there 
has only been one Christian school for their sons. 


Secret believers. 


There are unlimited opportunities for evangelistic work, but great 
difficulties in the way of Jews confessing Christ. Some in private 
confess to a heart belief, but shrink from baptism, for fear of their 
families, relations and friends.

The coming of Messiah. 

For weeks after Mr. Friedmann’s return the mission room was 
packed full of Jews, some very devout, others indifferent 
and sceptical. Discussions often lasted for several hours, indeed 
in many instances the conversation would begin in the morning, 
interrupted only by a light luncheon, then continued the whole 
afternoon, and followed the same evening by anew set of visitors. The 
subject in one form or another was the same—that Christ came into 
the world to save sinners. The hope of the coming of the Messiah 
influences the whole mind of the orthodox Jews. ‘‘Suppose,’’ some 
were asked, ‘‘you were quite convinced that there is no Messiah coming, 
and absolutely no hope for Israel’s redemption, would you still believe 
in the God of Israel and keep His commandments?” The reply was 
in the negative, and that they would cease to be Jews even nationally. 


The Resurrection. 

A letter received from a friend stating’ his hope to see Safed after the 
Resurrection was found an excellent means of introducing the Christian 
hope of eternal lite to many Jewish friends with some delightful 
results. .The astonishment of the Jews at the certain hope of the 
Christian with regard to the Resurrection is not easy to describe. But 
when explained that that hope is based entirely on the fact that Christ 
rose from the dead, their astonishment often changed to positive awe 
and reverence. Some who had suffered bereavement and were deeply 
mourning, through the explanation of the many infallible proofs 
of Christ’s Resurrection, were visibly moved, and for a time at least 
felt that He was the God of all hope. 
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Confidence gained. 


Another remarkable feature was the trust manifested by the Jews 
toward the mission in secular matters. There had been a law-suit 
between two Jewish parties regarding their different claims to the 
possession of land in a colony near Safed. The case came before 
the Jerusalem Beth Din and before the rabbis here, amongst whom is 
the American chief rabbi, known by the name of Ridbas. This man 
is called the Gaon or Genius, and is the greatest Talmudical scholar 
now living. Certainly since thé golden age of rabbinical schools in 
Safed in the 16th century the Holy Land could not boast of anyone 
like Ridbas. His character is as remarkable as his learning and his 
word true as gold. Having discovered that the Russian party were 
employing unfair means in order to prevent justice, this rabbi told 
a Jew who is an English subject to appeal for advice to Mr. Friedmann 
and Dr. Anderson as the only two men here incapable of bribery. 
This trust of the people in ordinary affairs has also its bearing in 
spiritual matters. How would it otherwise be possible to have over 
one hundred Jewish girls and some twenty boys attending the mission 
schools, considering the competition with Jewish schools, and on 
unequal advantages, if it were not that the Jews were friendly ? 


Boys’ school. 


The boys’ school suffered from many changes, and under the 
circumstances the number of twenty regularly attending was very good. 
Scripture lessons were greatly enjoyed by the pupils. The greater 
number of lads leave for other places and are free to act according to 
their consciences, hence the importance of reaching them whilst they 
are young. 


STREET SCENE IN SAFED. 
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Effect of the Constitution. 


The new military regulations of the Turkish government respecting 
Christians and Jews caused more than sixty young men to leave 
Safed to avoid the conscription. This accounted for the absence of 
regular enquirers. One such was visited by relatives, who tried, 
first by promises, then by threats and curses, to induce him 
to give up his faith, but he had grace given to openly confess his 
belief in Christ. The Jews finding that their devices were in vain, 
began reciting prayers. A special service was arranged at Meiron, 
where the tumb of rabbi Shimon ben Yochai is, and many fanatical 
rabbis entreated God to destroy all missionaries from off the earth. 
When the rabbis returned, some of them were astonished to hear 
that the missionaries were still well, and that their own prayers had 
not been answered. 


Book depot. 


The show-window in the book depot proved a blessing to 
numbers of Jews. One Saturday over three hundred came and read 
the Hebrew text and other books exhibited in it. Several did this in 
a spirit of earnest enquiry, some out of curiosity, others with the sole 
purpose of abusing Christianity. Whilst a boy was reading, an 
elderly Jew ran from the other side of the road, pulled him by his ear 
far away, as if he had saved him from a great danger. 


‘*‘My Word is like a hammer.” 


A young man was looking at the literature displayed when a 
fanatical rabbi passing by, shouted to him, ‘“‘ Beware, run from the 
danger.” ‘‘ From which danger shall I run?” said the former. 
The rabbi said, ‘‘ Don’t you see the trap set by the mission to catch us 
Jews?” The young man answered, ‘‘I see no danger at all, do you 
mean that the reading of the Word of God is a danger? hear what 
is written,” and he began to read aloud :—“‘ Surely He hath borne our 
griefs, and carried our sorrows: yet we did esteem Him stricken, 
smitten of God, and afflicted. But He was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, He was bruised for our iniquities, the chastisement of our 
peace was upon Him, and with His stripes we are healed.” ‘‘ Are 
these not words full of love?” asked the young man. ‘‘Yes,”’ replied 
the rabbi, ‘‘ but only when they are referred to us Jews as Abarbanel 
explains; the Christians refer them to their Messiah.” ‘If 
Christians are in the wrong,” said the young man, “to whom 
can they apply? the character of us Jews does not accord 
with the character of the Person described by the Prophet.” The 
rabbi answered, ‘‘ That is just what I was afraid of, you are already 
caught in their net,” and he looked to others who had gathered 
round during the conversation and said, ‘‘ Depart, I pray you, from 
this place, lest you also be caught.’’ Most however remained, and 
a very interesting conversation resulted about the death of Messiah 


for our sins. As he was going away the young man said that he had 
found his Saviour. 
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The Suffering Messiah. 

On another occasion, a Jew said to five others, ‘‘ Let us see what is 
written here.’”’? One of them read the passage aloud; when he finished, 
some said the words were out of the New Testament because they 
spoke of a suffering Messiah, and they began to laugh. On being 
told where they were written, they all declared that there was 
no such thing mentioned in their Bible. When the whole chapter 
was read to them they were astonished. Another did not want to 
believe that the Christian’s Old Testament was the same as theirs, but 
was soon convinced when a Jewish Bible was brought. Another said, 
‘‘ How is it possible then, that the rabbis tell us that Messiah is 
not a suffering one, but a conqueror who shall come with great power?”’ 
They were told to search the Scriptures for themselves. 


‘*My Word shall not return unto Me void.’’ 

Once after being spoken to about the suffering Messiah, a rabbi 
angrily threw the Hebrew Bible away. A few weeks after, 
he came in great joy and excitement saying, ‘‘ Although I would not 
look at that Bible, thinking it was one of the missionaries, I could 
not forget the words I heard, they sank deeply into my heart, and 
wherever I went or looked I seemed to see them before my eyes. 
I have been passing sleepless nights, repeating them, ‘ Messiah shall 
be cut off, but not for Himself,’ for whom then? Here it was plainly 
revealed to me that, it was ‘for the transgression of My people,’ 
surely I belong to His people, I cannot but believe now that He was 
cut off for me.” 


Effect of a vision. 

A Jew, formerly a Talmudist, after being indifferent, became an 
infidel. In this state he remained for several years. Having become 
ill, he was laid aside for several weeks in the hospital. The Gospel 
was preached to him, and he was directed to the atoning blood of the 
Saviour. If he could but believe in revelation, he said he should be 
happy. The Old Testament had ceased to be accepted by him as the 
inspired Word. Many prayers were offered for the change of his 
heart. One day soon afterward he related that the previous night 
he had seen in a vision the wounded Messiah of whom he had been 
told, and how He said that he must believe the missionaries. That 
vision had a wonderful effect upon him, and from henceforth he became 
thoughtful and serious, and after long inner conflicts, came to the 
conclusion that the Bible was true, and that Jesus is the Messiah. 


Baptism. 

A few years ago, a Jew placed himself under Christian instruction, 
but on account of the persecution of his parents and relations left off 
coming. From time to time he was supplied with suitable books and 
tracts; owing to that he had to suffer a great deal from his father 
and the Jews, but bore it all with Christian submission. At last 
he was obliged to leave Safed, and has since been baptized by 
the American Mission in Beyrout. 
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Visit of the Rev. S. Schor’s party. 

The visit of Mr. Schor with a large party of Christian friends was 
quite an event of the year. Their tents were pitched close to the 
chief Mohammedan quarter of the town. The Bible reading given 
by a member of the party was indeed a treat, and it was most 
inspiring to join in the singing of the many hymns. Missionaries 
who remember Safed in the early days could not but feel some 
emotion on the occasion. It was indeed a testimony to the progress 
of the work that it was possible for Christian hymns of praise and 
thanksgiving to be sung practically in the open-air and quite near 
to what is even still a stronghold of the false prophet.

Statistics. 


During the year there were 356 in-patients and about 25,000 
out-patients, besides some 200 visits to patients in their homes. 
The new waiting room is proving an immense boon, and so is the 
new gatehouse. 


Work amongst Jewesses. 


Many women seemed to find real comfort in the Gospel; others 
were really in earnest and seriously disposed. Some, when they first 
came, were most passionate,.but are now really receiving the truth, 
for they are completely changed in character and are most gentle; 
they give remarkable answers to questions as to their hope of 
salvation, and have no hesitation in always confessing that it is in 
Christ. When they commenced coming many of them had no 
knowledge of religion. They had to be taught like children. The 
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truth had to be repeated to them over and over again. One woman 
was taught a verse for nine months, till at last she got it into her 
head. But that is not always the case. Many bright and intelligent 
ones have learned very quickly. 


‘““No sin.” 

Some women ran away who were being shewn Isaiah liii. as a 
proof that the Messiah had come to make atonement for their sin, and 
that Jesus of Nazareth is the true Messiah ; others covering their ears 
with their hands cried, ‘‘ We are Jewesses, and have no sin, nor do 
we want to believe in the atonement of Jesus of Nazareth and to be 
converted as you are.” A young woman acknowledged that she had 
received light and blessing from reading the Scriptures. Whilst 
St. Matthew v. was being read, the beauty of the teaching made a 
woman exclaim, ‘Is this the Christianity which our rabbis call 
idolatry ? Surely such cannot be found in all Jewish literature.” 
Another one said, ‘‘lf it is so, why then do Christians hate and 


persecute the Jews?” 


‘© A little child shall lead them.’’ 


It is indeed wonderful that Jewish pupil teachers should explain 
the New Testament to the children attending the mission school 
in the holy city of Safed, for they live amongst their own people to 
whom they also preach the Gospel. Parents say that their children tell 
them all about the Bible lessons. These tiny mites teach their brothers 
and sisters and even grandparents, for some of the latter have said that 
when they ask the children ‘‘ What have you learned to-day,” they 
answer, ‘‘I learnt ‘Our Father.’’’ Some will not goto sleep till they 
have said the Lord’s Prayer, and in the morning also they repeat it the 
first thing. Every Ashkenazi girl reads the New Testament daily. One 
of the little ones was put in the corner for telling an untruth, and when 
the others were asked if they might lie, they said, ‘‘ No, we must not, 
because Jesus will punish us.’’ All the children love their Scripture 
lessons, and are so happy when questioned. 


Effect of reading the Bible. 

Those girls who do thecleaning in theschool are not quickin learning, 
so they ask the elder ones the meaning of anything they do not 
understand, for all read their Bibles at home. One asked, ‘‘ What 
did Christ mean by saying to the disciple, ‘ Let the dead bury their 
dead?’” ‘The reply was, ‘‘It meaus that the one who was going to 
bury his father was dead because he did not believe in Christ.” 


French to be taught. 

Last summer a Frenchman was appginted as Consul in Safed, and 
he ordered that all French subjects should learn French, and this 
order was printed and posted up in the synagogues and streets. 
Although fifteen girls are of that nationality, not one left the mission 
school, though the fathers were called to the Chachamim, who told 
them to send their children to the Alliance Israélite school. 
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Christmas service. 


On Christmas day some of the elder girls came to Service and 
enjoyed it very much, and quite understood Mr. Friedmann’s sermon. 
Some of the pupil teachers are praying earnestly that the way may be 
opened for them to confess their Saviour openly. 


MEDICAL MISSION. 
Illness and death. 


The past year has been most trying. All the nurses have been 
incapacitated through illness which in the case of Miss Hall proved 
fatal, whilst Miss Shaw broke down in health through so devotedly 
nursing her. Naturally the work has suffered in consequence.

Ignorance disappearing. 


The Gospel has been faithfully preached, and fanaticism is 
undoubtedly being undermined. The Safed of to-day is not that of a 
dozen years ago. Those who sat in darkness have seen a great 
light, and that light is gradually but certainly dispersing the night of 


error, superstition and prejudice. 
FE 
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New Testament. 

In considering the work in Safed it must always be borne in mind 
that it is one of the strongholds of Judaism. According to the 
orthodox rabbis it is a sin to read Christian books and above all things 
the New Testament. Many of the Jews have thus been brought up 
to look upon the latter as something akin to a deadly poison which it 
is harmful even to handle. Although a good deal of prejudice still 
exists toward the New Testament there are many signs of a great 
change. It is now the rarest thing fora Jew to refuse to accept a 
copy. Many of the patients in the hospital may be seen deep in the 
study of it, or discussing it with each other. 


Effect of the Gospel. 


The mission reaches 
all classes; the proud 
chacham and rabbi, and 
the prosperous mer- 
chant sit side by side in 
the waiting-room with 
their poorer brethren, 
the same thing often 
obtains in the wards of 
the hospital. One 
incident will illustrate 
this fact. A few years 
ago a rabbi of world- 
wide reputation came 
to reside in Safed. He 
is said to be the greatest 
Talmudical scholar now 
living, and a man of 
singular uprightness of 
character, and although 
he has much money at 
his command, he livesa 
most simple life. Heis 
strictly orthodox and 
has started what he 
describes as a university 
for the study of the 
Talmud, which is at- 
tended by numerous SAFED HOSPITAL. ‘‘ GRANTHAM” BED. 
students. Dr. Anderson 
has frequently been called upon to attend him and his family, and 
he has always been most friendly. 


Power of Christian love. 

The Rev. D. H. Dolman tells of the growth in grace of a Jew 
who was led to the Saviour in Safed. His mother who was formerly 
most bitter and abusive has been seriously ill, and in despair at last 
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came for treatment in the hospital. She is now most grateful for 
what has been done for her. The family are most fanatical, but the 
power of Christian love is beginning to tell upon several of its members. 


A good confession. 


A woman who years ago came under the influence of the mission, 
but who had in the meantime apparently grown indifferént to the 
claims of Christ, witnessed a good confession on her death-bed. 


Jaffa.

New Testament. 

During the year, 5,196 came tothe book-depot. To all the Gospel 
was made known. There isa growing desire for the New Testament. 
Although copies were not given away unless earnestly asked for, yet 
even with all care, during the year 799 copies complete or in parts 
were applied for. This number is the highest on_ record. 
Missionary tracts were eagerly sought for. until every subject 
on the claims of Christianity has been gone through by many. 


Lack of accommodation. 

Many parents were anxious that their children should be taken into 
the Society’s mission schools in Jerusalem, but had to be refused 
owing to lack of funds aud room there. 


Number of Jews. 

The Jewish populationin Jaffa is increasing yearly. It is 
estimated at present at 15,000—a considerable increase within the 
last few years. They were only 11,000 ten yearsago. This has been 
in consequence of the trouble in Russia, which has driven so 
many away. Many thousands of Jews within recent years have 
settled in Palestine. ; 


Result of a discussion. ’ 

One of the immigrants was receiving lessons in English at the 
book-depot. It happened many times he had no chance of being 
taught ; and instead became interested with others in Christianity. 
One day, seeing the force of the arguments, and that they were too 
difficult for him torefute, he suggested that notices in Yiddish and 
Hebrew should be put up on the street-door announcing that on 
Saturday afternoun a discussion would take place in the mission-room 
on the subject of the Messiah. These were at ouce written out and 
placed in a conspicuous place on the door. Many Jews passing along 
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the street read them. At the appointed hour they began to flock in, and 
by the time of the meeting the room was crowded with about a hundred. 
The address took a whole hour, during which the audience listened with 
the greatest attention. The Scriptural references were read first in 
German by the speaker, and then in Hebrew by one of the audience, 
to satisfy the Jews that the German translation was correct. When 
the address was finished, one of the audience gave rabbinical views on 
the Messianic passages. They were then spoken to in groups on the 
points brought up. At their own request they were then given 
a lantern lecture on the ‘‘ Brazen Serpent” from a Christian point of 
view, to which they listened most attentively, and then the parable of 
the prodigal son was illustrated. 


Kindness of Dr. Keith. 


Warmest thanks are due to Dr. Keith, the superintendent of the 
Jaffa C.M.S. hospital, for always admitting poor Jews, thus giving 
an opportunity of visiting them at their sick beds. Two of these, 
after their recovery, became enquirers. 


Great opportunities. 


There never were so many opportunities of speaking to Jews 
and of testifying of Christ our Saviour. Never were so many books 
and tracts given away as during 1904, and never before were 
there so many young.Jews willing to enquire into the truth 
and to begin a new life in Christ Jesus. It was however 
grievous that so many of them walked from here to Jerusalem— 
twelve hours on foot—and then had to come back with sore feet and 
hearts, because there was no room for them in- the Enquirers’ Home 
there. One of these on the return journey was robbed by Bedouins, 
and all his clothes taken away, arriving in Jaffa almost naked. Since 
then a missionary pitied him and took him up to Haifa, and gave him 
work, and he is now under instruction there. 


A falling away. 


Many young Jews here calling themselves Zionists, are rationalists. 
The Bible is nothing to them. They have mixed with nominal 
Christians, and through them have themselves lost all faith. 


Fanatical Jews. 


Only one missionary journey was made to a Jewish colony. At 
first there was a good opportunity to preach, but after a while a 
tumult arose and the fanatical Jews began to curse and to throw 
stones. Before leaving, pamphlets and tracts were given to some of 
those who had listened and seemed impressed.

Hebrew Christians. 


There are now living in Jerusalem eighty-three Hebrew Christians, 
including children, and seventeen are residing in the neighbourhood. 
These help to form the congregation in Christ Church, Mount Zion. 
Not only do the enquirers and converts appreciate the Sunday services, 
but continually shew signs that they have benefited spiritually by that 
which they have heard both read and preached. To some of them, 
if indeed not to all, Christian worship must come as an inspiration. 


Hebrew a living tongue. 


If ever there was a time and a place when a thorough knowledge 
of Hebrew was essential to the missionary amongst the Jews it is 
in Jerusalem. The addresses to the out-patients at the hospital 
and the dispensaries require a knowledge of at least three languages, 
as patients are present who are only able to understand Judzo- 
German, Judzo-Spanish or Arabic respectively. But if the address is 
given in Hebrew, practically all understand quite easily, and further, 
they attend more carefully. St. Paul’s experience on the steps of 
the fortress of Antonia may be that of any other missionary to the 
Jews to-day in Jerusalem. ‘‘ When they heard that he spake in the 
Hebrew tongue to them, they kept the more silence” (Acts xxii. 2). 
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A Jewish lad, who understands only Arabic and a littie iebrew, 
has been under instruction. His elder brother was baptized in Christ 
Church, and went into the House of Industry. When his time was 
up there he tried to live at home as a Christian, but found it so hard 
that he decided to emigrate to Buenos Ayres. He was very anxious 
that his younger brother should be admitted into the House of 
Industry, but being too young, he was taken in as an apprentice, 
whilst living at home, and comes to the daily Hebrew service and 
for instruction.

Rescue work. 


Two very difficult cases of Jewesses have been much on our minds, 
both have now left, but have not returned to a more respectable life ; 
they knew about Christianity and professed to be convinced of its 
truth, but it bore no fruit in their lives. Till the last two or three 
years there has never seemed any need of rescue work here, but since 
so many nihilist Jews have eome from Russia, the moral tone has 
been lowered.

Classes and meetings. 

Amongst the Sephardim, the better class was reached, includ- 
ing rabbis. The night school for men was well attended, though 
several went abroad in search of employment, but they are 
being kept in touch with, books and tracts being sent them. 388 boys 
came to the Saturday Bible classes, and their interest and remarks 
on the Scriptures were most gratifying. 376 Jews were present at 
the Saturday meetings. 


Enquirers. 


Instruction was given in the Scriptures to twenty-seven enquirers. 
Owing to the new Act in Turkey, several promising young men 
left to escape military service. Canon Brown gave them letters of 
introduction to missionaries abroad. When told of the duty of every 
citizen to serve his country when called upon, they replied: ‘“ We 
are willing to serve a Christian kingdom, but not a Mohammedan one.” 
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Visitation. 


209 visits were paid to Jewish families, and the educated 


Jews are beginning to lose old prejudices against the Saviour. Many 
are trying to understand Him. 948 visits were paid to shops 
and Jewish restaurants, 32-to synagogues and Jewish schools, and 
40 to the Wailing Place. 


Distribution of literature. 


The following copies of the Scriptures and tracts were given 
away: 30 New Testaments, 6 Bibles, 11 ‘‘ Old Paths,” 9 Psalters, 46

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portions of the Scriptures, and 468 tracts in Judeeo-Spanish, Hebrew 
and French, also a large number of ‘‘ St. Paul’s Sermon at Antioch.” 
Many to whom these were distributed confessedly benefited by 
reading them. 


BOYS’ BOARDING SCHOOL, 
Lack of accommodation. 


The work in the boys’ school maintains its high standard. The 
examinations shew that the boys are well taught and most of them 
intelligent. The chief difficulty is that so many applications for 
admission have to be refused, even when the parents are ready to pay 
the full amount of the cost, as at present there is no room in the 
buildings, even if there were more means to feed and clothe the boys. 


Confirmation. 


An elder boy, who has been about eight years in the school, will 
shortly be baptized. Two boys were confirmed by the Bishop in the 
spring. One of them is now a pupil-teacher in the school, the other 
has returned to his parents in Egypt. Beside Sunday school,the 
elder ones write out the morning’s sermon and have ‘‘ Bible-searching,”’ 
the younger have a Bible class. It is such a pleasure to note the 
keen interest taken in the Scriptural lessons.

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New hall. 

~ The new hall has been built, and was opened in December by 
Bishop Blyth. The walls are brightened with Scriptural cartoons, 
the money for which was given by friends in England. 


Girls’ Boarding School. 
Asking for baptism. 


Miss Slade, the new headmistress, is organizing the school, and 
though most of the children are very young, they are giving promise 
of intelligent advance under her skilled attention and sympathy. 
The Scripture and religious instruction have been the foremost 
object, and there are several girls who shew signs of real 
understanding in the faith of Christ, and are asking for baptism. 
One was confirmed in the spring. 


Girls’ Day School. 
A work of grace. 


Miss Clark, who arrived in February, is a great help, and the 
children are fond of her. A real work of grace has been going on, 
evidenced by loving faith and changed lives, even though it at 
present may not lead to baptism. The numbers could be increased to 
almost any extent if only there were the funds to do so. 


School influence. 


The school is as full as it can be with 138 girlssmany of whom 
are very poor, and, up till now, have often been obliged to leave 
at an early age to go out to service. This year many of the elder 
girls have stayed on, and are making progress in English, 
Hebrew and other studies. It is hoped that some of them will 
become pupil teachers, so that they may have the opportunity of 
earning their living amongst Christians. Last Easter, three girls 
were induced to leave and go to the Jewish school. They soon, 
however, came back. One of them, whilst there, was so fond of 
singing Christian hymns, and so often quoted things she had 
learnt, that she was called ‘“‘ The girl from the Jesus school.” 


Sunday class. 


The Sunday class is growing steadily with an attendance of fifty. 
When the story of Christ blessing the little ones was the subject, 
some were asked what special blessing they would have sought from 
the Saviour, had they been there. - One, whose sister is a cripple, 
said, ‘‘I would have asked Him to come to my home, and make 
my little sister well.’’ Another said, ‘‘I would have asked Him to 
make me good every day.’”’ Some are really beginning to know 
and realize that Christ is their Saviour. They learn the ‘“ Hundred 
Texts.” 


GIRLS’ DAY SCHOOL, JERUSALEM. 
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Death of a scholar. 


During the summer, a girl passed away, who was a general favourite 
in her class. Her death made a great impression on the elder ones. 
After her funeral, one day at closing prayers, the hymn chosen 
was ‘‘ Around the throne of God in heaven;” and one of the girls 
said, ‘‘ Mareka is now one of the children singing ‘Glory, glory.’” 
All felt that she had learnt to know Jesus as her Saviour and therefore 
was safe with God. 


Girls’ Industrial School. 
Desire to learn. 


There is a decided advance in the moral well-being of the 
girls. They are certainly much more amenable to the teaching of 
Christianity, three of them are specially eager in their desire to 
learn about the Faith. St. Luke and St. John have been used at the 
daily Bible lesson, and at Christmas the girls remembered a fair 
amount of what they had read and had been taught. 


Appreciation. 


In the Jewish schools for girls in Jerusalem there has been a great 
deal of industrial work taught. More would come to the Society’s 
Industrial School, though they know the desire is to teach them the 
truth, if the means could be provided at the same time for them to 
learn how to earn their livelihood. 


House of Industry. 
Inmates. 


The year began with eight inmates, of whom three were 
baptized and confirmed. Six were admitted and seven leit, 
one of whom is now being instructed by the Rev. J. Jamal at Jaffa. 
One inmate was baptized and one confirmed during the year. 
Three others are under instruction for baptism. 


Workshops. 


It was a very busy year in the workshops, some very large 
orders having been received. Six years ago there were twenty-five men 
employed, now there are three times as many, beside inmates. This 
brings many Jews into touch with the mission; thus affording 
opportunities of speaking to them. As a result several have become 
enquirers. 


A good work. 

The House of Industry was opened on St. Thomas’ Day, 1848. 
Since that time 526 Jews have been admitted; of these, 65 were 
baptized previously; many came from the schools and Enquirers’ 
Home; some being baptized only a few days before entering. 147 Jews 
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have been baptized whilst residing in the house and twenty-two after 
they had left. This makes a total of 234 baptisms in connexion with 
the house. Beside these, some of the inmates were baptized with 
their families. About fifty of these have become Christian workers, 
of whom several are clergymen. Those who have afterward engaged 
in business and have ‘occupied important posts, are too numerous to 
mention, but one certainly ought not to be omitted, the late Mr. B. 
Heilpern, who, to the grief of many, recently died. He rose step by 
step until he was appointed general manager of the firm of Messrs. ° 
Thomas Cook & Sons, for Palestine and Syria. Whilst with this 
agency he had the honour of personally conducting the German 
Emperor and several Princes and Royal Dukes in their tours through 
the Holy Land. 


Work amongst the Ashkenazim. 


In streets, shops, public assemblies and in the synagogues, the 
Gospel has been proclaimed. More than once the workers were 
turned out of the latter; and many a time they were surrounded by 
angry crowds, and bitter imprecations were uttered by the Jews, 
because they called them to repentance and to their Saviour. 


Fanatics changed. 


Many fanatical Jews have been changed by the grace of 
God. There is no trace of former anger, enmity has been turned 
into friendship. They come to instruction classes, where they can 
be seen engaged in studying the Scriptures, reading tracts, or 
asking questions, in their search after truth. 


Results of visitation. 


When visiting the Ashkenazim patients in the hospital, there are 
golden opportunities for presenting the claims of the Gospel to the poor 
sufferers. Bibles and missionary literature in different languages 
are placed near their beds, aud many a weary hour is spent in reading 
what they would perhaps have no chance of getting to know elsewhere. 
In many instances discussions have been attended with happy results. 
One Ashkenaz belonging to the most orthodox sect is now so imbued 
with the Christian spirit, and so far convinced of the truth, that he has 
commenced to write an Old Paths of his own, to shew his co-religionists 
their errors. 


Enquirers’ Home. 
Earnest enquirer. 


Amongst the five inmates there were three Ashkenazim and two 
Sephardim Jews. One of the former came from Russia, and had become 
a labourer in one of the vineyards of the Jewish colonies. Finding 
himself not strong enough for the work, and constantly suffering 
with fever, he came to Jerusalem to enter the English school, where, 
as he was told, he could learn the language, which would enable him 
in the future to gain an honest living. At the first conversation in 
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the bookshop, he was told of the Enquirers’ Home for young men, 
where Christianity was taught to the Jews, and where they could learn 
a trade also. The man was admitted, and proved himself to be an 
earnest enquirer. The Bible was almost the only book he made use 
of. He is now in the House of Industry. 


Book Depot. 
Scriptures explained. 


More Jews than ever came to the book depot during the year to 
speak about Christianity. Some were rationalists, others believed 
in the prophecies, but had wholly distorted views about their true 
meaning. Several belonged to the orthodox party, and these were 
sometimes a help when the Scriptures were being explained. 


An incident. 


Once after Gen. iii. 15 had been expounded, a Jew asked if he might 
tell a story illustrating the trouble Satan takes to mislead men. ‘‘ There 
was once a pious Jew, observing all our wise men commanded, and 
leading a very religious life. One day Satan came to him in theguiseof 
a merchant, just before the man had said his morning prayers. They 
talked about business till the appointed time for morning prayer 
passed. The Jew was sorry for neglecting his religious duty, but 
comforted himself by reading the ‘Shema’ and the ‘ Shemoné-esreh’ 
according tolaw. Next day the same happened, till the man went 
from bad to worse, and at last committed a crime, for which he 
forfeited his life and was condemned to be hanged. Having been 
brought to the gallows, the man saw the merchant passing, carrying 
a heavy bundle in his hand. Recognizing his seducer he called out 
to him, ‘Look what you have brought me to.’ Satan opened his 
bundle, in which was a number of old and worn-out shoes, and said 
to the man, ‘ Just see how many a pair of shoes I have worn out until 
I succeeded in bringing you to this state.’”” He was then tcld how 
Satan goes about like a roaring lion, seeking whom he may devour, 
but that Christ has overcome Satan, and in believing in Him, all may 
resist temptation. 


Many secret believers. 


In visiting amongst the Jews, many are found who are secret 
believers, men who really study the New Testament, as can be seen by 
the pencil marks. ‘The ignorance of their own Scriptures is the cause 
of their not knowing the truth about Christ. A Jew in the 
presence of others said, ‘‘ You cannot find the title ‘Son of God’ in 
Tanach (the Old Testament), God has nut got a Son.’ He was 
shewn Proverbs xxx. 4, and they had to admit that the title does 
occur. The owner of the shop then said, “It is no good arguing 
with Christians, they know the Bible better than we Jews do.” 
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New Testament. 


One day an old man asked for a Hebrew New Testament. ‘‘ You 
ought to read the Psalms and not that book,” one of the Jews said. 
The former replied, ‘‘I had one of my own which I brought from 
Russia, but somebody must have taken it, and I want another. I 
read the Psalms every day, for this is my comfort in old age, but 
I also read the New Testament as it is a good book. The Old 
Testament teaches us to fear God; the New Testament to love and 
trust in Him.’ ‘‘ Are you a Christian then?” asked one of the Jews. 
‘‘If to believe on Christ in the heart, without baptism, can be 
considered as one, then I say that I am, for I believe what is written 
in this little book ’’—holding up the New Testament which he had 
been given. 


Medical Mission and Hospital. 


Retirement of Dr. Wheeler. 


The medical mission in Jerusalem sustained a very great loss on 
October 1, 1909, by the retirement of Dr. Wheeler, who for twenty-four 
years worked with the utmost enthusiasm, devotion and self-denial, 
and made the hospital not only a success from a medical point of view, 
but a means of grace to the Jews, hundreds of whom thankfully 
recognize the good work he did for them, whether as in- or out- 
patients, or in their own homes. Many Jews will hereatter arise 
up, and call him blessed, as having been in the hands of God an 
instrument of spiritual blessing to them. 


Successors. 


Dr. Wheeler has been succeeded in the headship of the hospital by 
Dr. Masterman, who had been associated with him for eighteen years ; 
and Dr. C. H. Corbett (M.B. Edin.) has been appointed as junior 
medical missionary, with special charge of the dispensary within the 
city walls. During sixty-seven years the medical mission has had 
only three regular medical superintendents,—Dr. MacGowan, 1842- 
1860; Dr. Chaplin, 1860-1885; and Dr. Wheeler, 1885-1909. 


Patients. 


In spite of much which the Jews of Europe are doing annually for 
their poorer brethren in the way of hospitals, dispensaries and 
asylums, the beds are filled again the same morning that recovered 
patients are sent out. The crowds for “tickets” to see the doctor 
arrive in the grey dawn of summer—four or five o’clock perhaps— 
and the eager scuffle for these tickets can be heard all around. 
The number of home visits is only limited by the time and strength 
that can be spared for this work from the more pressing hospital and 
dispensary duties. There were 1,723 in-patients, of whom 427 were 
Ashkenazim, 768 Sephardim, and 478 Arabic-speaking Jews, from 
North Africa, South Arabia, Northern Syria, Mesopotamia, and Persia. 
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Dispensaries. 
At the hospital dispensary 12,924 patients were seen and prescribed 
for, and 11,684 were treated by the district nurse. In the city 


dispensary 6,688 patients were seen medically, and 4,417 treated 
surgically. A total of 2,416 visits were made to patients’ homes in 
connexion with the hospital dispensary in the ‘‘colonies’’ around the 
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hospital, and 910 in connexion with the dispensary within the walls. 
This number of visits to separate homes represents considerably more 
than double that number of sick patients seen and prescribed for. 
A total of 43,109 prescriptions were given away at the three 
dispensaries. 


Urgent need of the medical mission. 


The condition of the Jews accounts largely for the urgent need for 
medical work. A very large proportion of those who come to 
Palestine are very poor, and of the others, many arriving with private 
means gradually degrade until their families are finally left ina 
social stratum far below their parents or grandparents. The rich and 
enterprising—and specially the young and energetic—go away ; the 
poor, the sick, the morally phlegmatic remain. It is a sad thing. 
It is easily to dilate in eager terms on the wonderful extension of the 
colonies of the Jews outside the city, the increasing population, the 
arrival of groups of Jews from every land, but to what do they come? 
All too often, to squalor, to penury, to fever and to death! Amidst 
all this the medical mission and the schools rise as centres of light 
and healing. But for such institutions the life of the masses would 
be grey misery indeed.

Attraction of Christ. 


In the hospital are offered comfort, home, cleanliness and health, and 
if the Jews will but hear, the message, for want of which they still 
grope in darkness. At least all may learn the message of love; 
that Christians, if they live up to their faith, must live a life of love; 
that Christ, in whose Name so many have been driven from land 
to land, persecuted and forsaken, stands with outstretched, loving 
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arms calling them to Him- 
self. To the Jews returning 
to Palestine from Asia, 
Arabia, Persia, and other 
non-Christian lands, their 
residence in the hospital is 
their first intimate contact 
with Christians. ‘To others 
from Russia and Roumania 
it must be the first chance 
they have ever had of 
learning what is meant by 
real Christianity. How 
great is the opportunity 
and the privilege! how 
deep the responsibility ! 


Means employed. 

In all medical work it is 
deeds and life which must 
chiefly be relied upon to 
commend Christ and His 
teaching, yet other means 
are not neglected. The 
Hebrew New Testaments 
THE ‘‘ BROCKLESBY’”’ COT, JERUSALEM and Prayer Books and 

HOSPITAL. Scriptural pictures all lie at 

hand to instruct the enquir- 

ing. Addresses are given to the assembled out-patients—and personal 

talks take place in the wards. More recently on Sunday afternoons 

Miss Birks, together with some of the nurses and Dr. Corbett have 

hymn singing, accompanied by reading the Bible in the wards. The 

kind gift of beautifully coloured Scriptural scenes by Copping, on 
slides, will be very useful for the in-patients’ lantern lectures. 


Jewish attitude changing. 

Medical mission work has undoubtedly been a most potent weapon 
wherewith to assail the strongholds of Judaism, especially in Jerusalem. 
Its power has been felt in every direction, without contradiction, even 
beyond expectations. Dr. Wheeler says that one had only to be 
present at the addresses in the out-patients’ rooms, and see the attitude 
of the reasonable Jews toward the personality of Jesus Christ. 
Their idea of Jesus Christ as a man has become that of a holy, pure 
and wonderful teacher and example, and it is not too much to expect 
that Jews will soon come to know Him as He is, and receive Him as 
their very own, and will then finally acknowledge that ‘ grace and 
truth came by Jesus Christ.” 


Striking episode. 
The Ashkenazim Jews came in larger numbers than ever. ‘This 
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was due, to a certain extent, to the sending for Dr. Wheeler by the 
most venerated rabbi in Jerusalem. The fact that he, a holy, and most 
orthodox Jew, should have had no hesitation in asking the mission 
doctor to treat his wife, encourages even the strictest of Jews to come 
now to the hospital. The episode referred to can be read in detail in 
the March number of the Jewish Missionary Intelligence. 


Evangelistic addresses. 

The addresses were attended to with interest and understanding. 
When the Rey. 8. Schor was in Jerusalem in the spring he gave a 
stirring appeal on the necessity of accepting Jesus Christ as Healer 
and Messiah. *On another occasion the Rev. Canon McInnes of the 
C.M.S. at Cairo spoke. Both addresses were followed with marked 
attention. 


Open gratitude. 


Dr. C. H. Corb ett, 
during the three months 
which he has been con- 
nected with the medical 
mission, finds that mission 
work has to be thought of 
in the light of centuries of 
prejudice. The longing of 
the patients to come into 
the hospital is very marked. 
He remembers a woman’s 
gratitude, after being re- 
lieved of much pain and 
anxiety, and a future of 
weakness and almost use- 
lessness. The day after the 
operation she kissed his 
hand and clothing, in her 
own peculiar way, viz., 
putting her hand out and 
touching his, and then kiss- 
ing her hand,—over and 
over again. She could 
hardly contain herself with THE ‘‘ PATON MEMORIAL”? ©OT, 
joy, and although she has JERUSALEM HOSPITAL. 
since had fever, she is now a 
cheerful and bright-eyed woman in place of one with drawn face and 
weary eye andlimb. This and similar incidents recommend Christian- 
ity to the Jews, and not only break down prejudice, but even create a 
longing to know more of the power which actuates Christians. 


Siloam medical mission. 


Mission work at the village of Siloam has been sustained during 
the past year, though with some inevitable interruptions. Until the 
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beginning of May the visits were made almost entirely by Dr. Maxwell ; 
during May, June and part of July by Dr. Haddad ; and during the 
autumn and early winter by Dr. Corbett and myself. In all 33 visits 
were made, during which 1161 patients were prescribed for, and 365 
treated for surgical dressings, etc., by the district nurse. Patients 
were about equally Yemenite Jews and Moslem fellahin, with a few 
stray Spanish-speaking Jews and Jewesses. All who have taken part 
in this special branch of the work have found it peculiarly interesting. 


Preaching the Gospel. 


Miss Birks has done much to utilise the opportunities given by the 
medical mission to bring the Gospel before these poor folk. This she 
does by talking to the waiting crowds before the doctor begins his 
Jabours. The mission has been going on for over ten years, and there 
is no branch of our work where medical help is more needed or more 
appreciated, and none which gives wider scope to the preaching of 
the Gospel. 


PERSIA. 


‘Tehran. 


Mr. M. Norollah and mission assistant. 
Schools —Three native teachers. 


Jewish appreciation. 

In spite of internal disturbances the mission progressed without 
opposition. During the elections the Jews asked Mr. Norollah to stand 
as their member of Parliament, but he declined this honour by ad- 
-vertising on the walls in the Jewish quarter and sending notices to 
all the synagogues. He was then requested to nominate a candidate, 
who was elected by a large majority. 


Educational work. 

At the close of the year there were 114 boys and 106 girls in the 
schools, which is about double the total number of the previous year. 
The Bible was taught and also the Ten Commandments, the 
Apostles’ Creed and the Lord’s Prayer, to all the scholars. Instruction 
in the Christian faith was given throughout the schools without any 
opposition. , 


Services and meetings. 


Forty-eight services on Sundays and ten meetings on different 
Jewish festivals were held with a total. attendance of 4,665. Most 
of the elder scholars came to all the services.

Centenary collection. 


In February a special meeting was held to commemorate” the 
Centenary of the Society, when an audience of eighty-nine persons 
gathered together, and it was resolved to give two years’ church 
collections for the Centenary Fund, which with small donations from 
workers amounted to ten pounds. 


Translation work. 


This year Mr. Norollah completed the entire Bible in Judzeo-Persic 
for the British and Foreign Bible Society, and passed the same 
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through the press. The work has taken ever since 1894 to finish. 
Thousands of copies have already been circulated amongst the Jews 
of Persia. 


Enquirers and baptisms. 


Religious instruction has been given to fifty-six Jews during the 
year, and of these, twelve were baptized at Tehran. 


Bible Depot and circulation of Scriptures. 

The Bible depét was visited by more than 3,000 Jews. Scriptures 
. were sold realizing £4 11s. for the Society, and £10 16s. a for the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. 


Isfahan.

An opportunity. 
The following instance gives an idea of the conditions under which 
the Hebrew Christians here have been giving their testimony to 
the Gospel. One of these, 
a merchant, pressed a 
Persian shop-keeper for 
the payment of a debt. 
The latter was obliged to 
own the validity of the 
claim, but found it in- 
convenient to pay. How- 
ever, he settled the debt, 
but retaliated by claiming 
180 krans for ‘‘ gunjideh,”’ 
which he said themerchant 
had received from him. 
The Mohammedan autho- 
rity before whom the case 
was brought, being con- 
- vineed by false witnesses, 
declared that the merchant 
must pay. In the mean-_ 
time the shop-keeper and 
a friend of his had ap- 
proached two respectable 
Seyyids who were mer- 
chants and urged them to 
order 1,000 pairs of socks 
from the Hebrew Christ- 
FIRST CLASS OF BOYS, ISFAHAN. ian and then deny the 
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transaction. The Seyyids, however, refused to do this, and informed 
the Hebrew Christian merchant and also thé Mohammedan authority, 
a Mujtahed, who then reversed his decision that the said merchant 
must pay for ‘‘gunjideh”’ which he had never bought. The 
convert then in conversation with the Mujtahed said, ‘All this 
lying and commercial immorality which goes on in Isfahan, has 
brought down upon this city the judgment of God.’”’ ‘‘ Are you another 
Jesus,” said the Mujtahed, ‘‘ that you complain of the sinfulness of 
others, and have no sins of your own to complain of?” ‘ No,” 
replied the merchant, ‘‘ but I have learnt to believe in Jesus as my 
Saviour, and it is He who has delivered me from the snares of wicked 
men and has proved to you that I have been speaking the truth and 
that my accusers were accusing me falsely.” He was thus able there 
and then to testify concerning the Gospel to one who in ordinary 
circumstances would probably not have tolerated the mention of it. 


Baptisms. 


The Centenary of the 
Society was observed in 
Isfahan by a special ser- 
vice, when Mr. Garland 
baptized two Jewish 
children. At the English 
servicein theC.M.S. chapel 
at Julfa the same day, 
Bishop Stuart preached a 
deeply interesting Centen- 
ary sermon on Zechariah 
xii. 10. Before Mr. Gar- 
land left he baptized seven 
adult Hebrews who had 
been for some time under 
instruction. Four of them 
were Jewesses, and three 
of them were young men 
who had been educated in 
the Society’s schools. 


Jewish women. 


During Mr. Garland’s 
absence Miss Stuart, TzACHERS IN THE BOYS’ SCHOOL, ISFAHAN. 
daughter of Bishop Stuart, 
most kindly taught and visited the Jewish women. Joseph Hakim’s 
mother and Esther Yakub were confirmed when there was a baptism 
of women in the summer. There are two more now under 
instruction for baptism. 


Open air meetings. 


The Hebrew Christians held very successful open-air meetings in 
the Jewish quarter during the summer, and some of them visited 
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Pir-i-Bekran, a Jewish place of pilgrimage, in order to preach 
the Gospel. The Hebrew Christian Union meetings were held 
regularly and were very helpful. 


Workshop burnt. 

The carpenter’s shop was burnt down with the tools, wood and 
furniture in it. Isaac Sassoon and his assistants had laboured so hard to 
make it a success, and it seems that some enemy found an opportunity 
of thwarting them by setting fire to the shop at night time. 
The Hebrew Christians are still trusting that God will bring good 
out of this evil, and Christian friends have already subscribed toward 
the purchase of new tools, &e. 


Mission school. 

The boys’ and girls’ schools at Isfahan are prospering under twelve 
Jewish teachers, all Christians, though two have not yet been baptized 
as they are young, and their instruction has not yet been 
completed. Miss Stuart most kindly helped in the superintendence 
and teaching of the girls, and for the boys the same kind office 
was performed by the Rev. W. A. Rice, secretary of the O.M.S. 
mission, and the Rev. W. Holmes Walker. The attendance at the 
girls’ school kept up to the high level reached at the commencement 
of the year, and there is still an average daily attendance of over one 
hundred. The number of boys attending the schcol slightly decreased. 


SYRIA. 


Damascus. 


kev. J. E. Hanauer, depot-keeper and Lible woman. 
Schools—Master and assistant, mistress and two assistants. 


‘‘ Perils in the city.”’ 

The command for the extermination of all Christians in these parts 
seems to be now well authenticated that it was issued at the time 
that the massacre at Adana broke out, and that it was only, humanly 
speaking, in consequence of the determined attitude of the civil and 
military authorities at Damascus, that the terrible scenes of 1860 were 
not repeated here last spring. 


Prejudice vanishing. 

The Gospel leaven is working steadily amongst the Jews in this 
ancient city. Recently a Jew who remembered the beginning of the 
Damascus mission, forty years ago, told Mr. Hanauer that the 
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missionary then found the Jews very difficult of access and very bitter 
against Christians. In consequence of this ill-feeling the Society’s 
first missionaries were oftentimes pursued with stones whenever they 
attempted to speak to the Jews, and were besides boycotted in various 
ways. Now all this is a thing of the past, and the prejudice against 
the mission has vanished. The Jews of Damascus, at the present 
time, are certainly extremely approachable. 


Arabic service. 

Divine service was held thrice on Sundays ; first in Arabic for the 
Jewish school-children and the workers and teachers. At this the 
Church of England Liturgy is used, and the reading of Morning Prayer 
or Litany is followed by the Epistle and Gospel for the day, and the 
singing of Arabic translations of English hymns—‘‘ My faith looks up 
to Thee,” ‘‘ Art thou weary, art thou languid,”’ ‘“‘ Just as I am,” and 
others, and then an address in Arabic. 
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English service. 

The English service in St. John’s Church, in the mission compound, 
begins soon after the close of the Arabic service. The British Consul, 
who isa very regular attendant, reads the lessons. The congregation 
consists, beside Mr. Hanauer’s family, of the children and grandchildren 
of the Society’s late "Hebrew Christian depét-keeper, Mr. Nachman. 
These are about eighteen in number. The Syrian Protestant school- 
teachers and their families also attend, as well as several other Syrian 
Protestants. Now and then tourists take part in the worship, as was 
the case on Good Friday when the sixty seats in the hurch were 
filled by the Rey. 8. Schor’s tourist party. 
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Catechizing service. 


On Sunday afternoons a_ service and catechism class for the 
children of the community is held. About twelve attend regularly. 
During the winter a class of seven candidates for confirmation was 
held, all daughters of members of the congregation, one of them 
being a Hebrew Christian. They were to have been confirmed in 
the spring, but a rumour that the Moslems had begun a massacre at 
the other end of the town, and were advancing on the Christian 
quarter, naturally caused a panic, and under the circumstances the 
British Consul at Beyrout and other friends acted wisely in persuading 
the Bishop, who was there at the time, to postpone his visit to 
Damascus. 


Mission schools. 


The school work was carried on steadily; and as all the 
children speak Arabic, the religious and other instruction was 
given in that language. The children of the first class, both in the 
boys’ and the girls’ school were also taught some English. Beside 
this, the political changes in the Turkish Empire rendered it 
necessary for the boys to acquire some knowledge of Turkish, and 
therefore instruction in that language was, since the schools re-opened 
in October, given to the first class. The day’s work begins with a short 
Arabic Prayer-book service. The children join very heartily in the 
responses and also in the singing of Arabic hymns. Both boys and 
girls learn the Messianic prophecies and other passages of Scripture 
in Arabic. The boys, who learn the same in Hebrew as well, come an 
hour before the school work commences, in order to recite their daily 
Hebrew prayers and psalms with the Hebrew teacher, and stay about 
an hour after the ordinary school hours for the same purpose. 
At the close of the summer the boys and girls were examined, 
and shewed evident signs of careful instruction in the simple truths 
of the Gospel as well as in other subjects. 


Saturday Bible class. 


Beside the Sunday morning and the daily service, the boys and 
gitls attending the day-schools came together for an hour’s Bible- 
lesson every Saturday. Their numbers were greatly increased by the 
attendance of many others who, having to work hard on week days, 
came eagerly on the Jewish Sabbath in order to hear Gospel teaching 
and Bible-stories. Of these, some were former pupils, others the 
children and grandchildren of former pupils. Thus iron sharpeneth 
iron, and the influence of the Gospel spreads to many. The 
numbers increased greatly, over 300 being sometimes present. 


Evening classes. 


Night-school work was carried on for youths and boys who have wo 
earn their livelihood during the day. The numbers varied from 
fifteen to thirty-five. Four young Jews of the better class came for 
instruction in English and German; also two well-to-do Jewesses, 
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who before they arrived in Damascus had attended mission-schools 
at Constantinople, came regularly for English lessons. These afforded 
many opportunities for speaking about the truths of the Gospel. 


Book depot. 

Encouraging work was carried on in the book-depét which is 
often visited by Jews. Many earnest enquirers listened quietly 
whilst some passage of Scripture, often from the New Testament, 
was explained at their request. On Saturdays large numbers came, 
over forty being often present at a time. 


Visitation. 

1,242 Jews heard the Gospel in their homes and workshops. But 
the Feasts of Passover and Tabernacles afforded the best opportunities 
for visiting. On these occasions many interesting conversations took 
place, telling Jews of the only way of salvation. 


Mothers’ meeting. 

Thanks to the Ladies’ Union, Mrs. Hanauer was enabled to 
re-commence the mothers’ meeting, which had been discontinued 
since Mrs. Segall left Damascus. This work was very encouraging. 
The women shewed an interest in the Scripture read to them, and often 
seemed impressed, especially at times when passages from the Messianic 
psalms, dealing with sufferings of Christ, were explained.

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Girls’ industrial work. 

Through the Ladies’ Union also work was started for Jewish girls 
who had been in the schools, and otherwise would have been obliged on 
leaving to seek employment in brass-works and factories. The 
native hand-embroidery or ‘‘aghabani,” which seems in danger of 
becoming a lost art in Damascus, owing to the introduction of 
European machinery, is being taught them. It is impossible to 
compete with local manufacturers, Mr. Hanauer therefore intends send- 
ing finished work to England. KEleven girls are on the register, and 
the Seriptures are read'every morning, followed, after a short expla- 
nation, by prayer. The work is also closed with prayer every 
eveniug. The girls take an interest in what is told them, frequently 
asking questions or making remarks of their own about the Scripture 
that has been read, and sometimes repeating texts learnt at school.

Forty years’ service. 

On October Ist, 1909, Mr. Hanauer completed the fortieth year since 
he first began mission-work in connexion with the late Bishop Gobat, 
and last April it was thirty-five years since at his recommendation 
he joined the Society.

Trials and losses. 


Mr. M. Argawi says: ‘‘ We have had great trials and losses, the 
terrible rinderpest has deprived us of all our cattle and we have had 
to use our little savings to buy cows.” 


Loss by fire. 


‘« The brethren in Assesso in less than an hour lost three huts and 
the school-house through fire. This is a great loss to them, and they 
will find it very hard to build up again what was destroyed. The 
houses have thatched roofs and much grass is needed to make such. 
I helped the poor sufferers as much as I could, and was glad to give 
them what Mr. Flad had sent me not long before, ink-powder, scissors, 
knives, needles, inkstands, towels, ete. My colleagues were very 
thankful for all, and admired the art and skill of the children of 
Japhet in making such useful articles.” 


Schools. 


‘*Qur children come daily to the school; it is so nice to see them 
seated on the ground and learning to read and write. Ischanow, the 
son of Hiob Negoosie, one of the missionaries, 1s an excellent school- 
master. Some of the children are gifted and might be made something 
of. I thought of further instructing some of them with my son, but 
their parents did not approve, as they said it was better for them to 
learn weaving, so that they might later on earn their living and help 
their parents. The Abyssinian Christians despise the Falashas on 
account of their weaving. Their sons, when they grow up, become 
either soldiers, or when they learn to read Ethiopic, become Debteras, 
i.¢., learned men; a few give themselves up to agriculture, but the 
majority become loafers. Before they are twenty-five years old they 
become thieves and brigands, because they have not been made to 
work, and soon they are lost morally and physically.” 
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Converts. 


*‘The mission-house is well visited by the converts who live in our 
place. I cannot say that all are truly converted, but, to the praise 
of God, many love the Saviour and walked worthy of their vocation. 
During the rainy season, when we cannot make any missionary 
journeys, together with Hiob Negoosie I visit the converts in their 
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houses, chiefly in order to comfort the afflicted and cheer the sick 
amongst them. We read the Word of God and pray with them. As 
my duty is to look also after all the other missionaries, I visit them 
from time to time, and very often read to them your solemn letters, 
and translate what you write to me in Amharic. I exhort them in 
the love of Jesus that we have a great responsibility before God and 
man, if we do not use our time well in winning souls for the Lord.” 
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Baptisms, 


‘It is very difficult to give the approximate number of baptisms 
since 1860, as there have been so many changes and disturbances 
through political unrest. Many of the Falasha converts work 
for cattle and sheep owners, and as these move about a great 
deal they are hard to be traced and followed up. There must have 
been between 1,700 and 1,800. Those living in the three mission 
stations are chiefly weavers, and are settled down, so that one can 
work amongst them with greater regularity.” 

‘‘On the 14th of November, three Falashas were baptized, and 
previously fourteen others. I hope that these people will be kept 
from falling back into old sins.” 


Missionary joureys. 

“ During some of my missionary journeys, I passed the place where 
the station and village of Tchunra once was, and where our brethren 
Alemie and Liena worked faithfully and won many souls for the 
Saviour. Then the place was full of Falashas and converts, but now 
there is not one single soul, nothing but thorns and thistles. I was 
told by a man travelling along this way, that this desolation came about 
through a great famine, and the massacres by the Dervishes twenty- 
two years ago. In another place I saw three enormous heaps of 
bleached bones dating from the great battle which was fought under 
King John of Abyssinia against the Dervishes. I shuddered as I 
came near these places of horror, and prayed and cried to the Lord 
for my poor country which has been the scene of so much bloodshed. 
ven now political circumstances are such that it seems advisable to 
wait a few years more before sending European missionaries to 
Abyssinia. Kyery day one hears different news and people ask : 
‘What is going to happen next?’ When the Emperor dies it is 
to be feared that a time of murder and robbery will begin. Rebels 
will rise up over all parts of the country and so European missionaries 
would be in danger.”’ 


A true convert. 

‘‘Lately during a journey I visited Gebra Egsiabeher, who is nuw 
very old, but one felt at once that he had become a new man and a 
true convert. I spent a whole day with him. After supper I read 
Ephesians v. and explained it and prayed with him and his wife.” 


‘‘In season and out of season.”’ 


The following day I went on to Semora, where I found a convert, who 
through our preaching asked for baptism and received it. This was 
in the days of King John. I spoke to himand read to him Colossians 
iii. ‘The following morning I wanted to go, but he asked me to 
remain, as there was going to be the wedding of a priest. I did not 
want to lose this opportunity, so when many people had assembled 
I sat down under a tree and invited them to come. The majority 
would not hear the Word of God; only four came beside this convert. 
I read many passages and shewed them that the Kingdom of Gud. 
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was not eating and drinking, but love, joy, peace, humility and purity. 
When I spoke in this manner some of the people came to me and 
said I should leave off for they said, ‘ This isa wedding, and we must 
eat and drink and rejoice.’ A priest who was there said quite 
impudently, ‘We must be merry to-day, and dance and play,’ but I 
said to him that he was a blind leader of the blind and had a great 
responsibility before God. The guests, who had come from far and 
near, sat on the ground in the open-air, and were eating and drinking a 
lot of ‘tala.’ At last, when the bride was brought out from the hut 
of her parents, riding on a mule to meet the bridegroom, many began to 
roar and to fight, for they were all intoxicated. When I saw this I 
was grieved in my heart and sighed, ‘Oh, when will the light of the 
Gospel begin to shine? When will the time of freedomcome? May 


God have mercy on our land and people!’ ” 


Sowing beside all waters. 


‘‘T made a journey to Alefa to visit a Christian family as I had heard 
that the father was ill. On the way I met by chance at a place 
that had become desolate through the famine, a man who was 
seeking his two cows. As I was just about to refresh myself with a 
cup of coffee, I invited him to have some, which he accepted grate- 
fully and then asked my name. He was astonished when I told him 
who I wasand exclaimed: ‘You are that Aleka Argawi of whom I have 
heard so much,’ and said he had heard in his home that I did not fast 
like the Europeans and did not pray to the saints. I answered, 
‘Much of this is true ; I do not follow human traditions, which cannot 
save us. The chief thing is to love the Saviour, serve Him, and 
pray to Him, that He may forgive us our sins and give us the Holy 
Spirit.’ He listened attentively, and when I had ended he thanked 
me for the teaching I had given him and continued to seek his cows. 
My companion and I went on our journey and arrived very late at a 
little village, where we stayed for the night with an Abyssinian 
Christian. The following day we journeyed on, and arrived at the 
house of the convert, who was very glad when hesaw me. Poor man, 
he is consumptive. I spent five days here and read and prayed daily 
with him and his family, and the man got a little better. He is the only 
Falasha convert in the village. I advised him to come and live with 
us, but he would not because he has cattle and is working with an 
Abyssinian Christian.” ~ 


Disappointments. 


‘Christian Falashas who have joined the Abyssinian Church, 
through not having met with any of our missionaries, have 
scarcely any idea about Christianity and depend for salvation on 
the Abyssinian priest who baptized them. As often as occasion 
offers our converts speak to such Christian Falashas, and their 
impressions are sad. One such pays no attention when the Word 
of God is read to him. The putfed-up man told me that without 
having had any teacher he had been baptized by an Abyssinian priest; 
and he boasted that he had made a long journey to visit the holy 
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church Lalibela in the province of Laste, and to kiss it in order to inherit 
the kingdom. For this reason he did not care to hear me. I told 
him that his parrot-like reciting of the Psalms would not profit him, 
that he had to put away the rags of self-righteousness and put on the 
new man, to hate and flee from sin, and open his heart to the Gospel 
and make it a temple of God. Unless he did this he would be 
condemned and lost, for no one could save but Jesus Christ. I added 
that he must be born again, or else he could not hope to enter the 
kingdom of God. To allthis he answered: ‘Stop talking and go your 
way.’ My heart was grieved when hearing this.” 


Enquirers. 

‘On the other hand the Falashas who become Christians through 
the instrumentality of our native missionaries are in every way 
superior to those baptized by the priests. Our missionaries endeavour 
to follow out the instructions given them by my father, to keep any 
enquirers for one or two years under probation, and to make them 
learn during this time many texts and portions of the Bible. Many 
of these converts give them real pleasure.” 


A good Christian. 

‘‘Mr. Argawi adds in a letter to Mr. Flad, who sends the above 
translation, ‘‘A former pupil and friend of yours, who forty-six years 
ago was instructed and baptized by you, sends hearty greetings. For 
twenty years he was working in Schoa for King Menelik, and because 
he got very old he returned to Djenda. He is a very kind man and a 
good Christian. He loves the Saviour and is glad to hear the Word 
of God. He lives with brother Sanbatu and Meherat and ‘comes 
often to see us and tells me things of days gone by.” 
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Cairo. 
Rev. C, £. Thomas, M.A., and depot-keeper. 


Increased opportunities. 

The book depot had 4659 visitors, nearly double the number of 
last year, there were also opportunities of preaching to Jews in 
their own homes. 


Baptism. 

One convert was baptized at his own request; he was the first 
enquirer whom Mr. Thomas met after his arrival in Cairo three years 
ago. During this interval he never wavered in his allegiance to 
Christ, but it is only lately that ripening knowledge led him to 
regard baptism as the natural sequence to conversion. He is now 
being prepared for confirmation. 

H 
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Jews under instruction. 

Twelve catechumens are receiving instruction for baptism. Amongst 
these :—A. is a merchant from Syria, who has been for several years 
convinced that our Lord is the Messiah. Persecution compelled him 
to leave his native town and find work in Cairo, where he is making 
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a home for his family. 3B. is from the same town, and came here . 
with good references from the local mission to the Jews. After a hard 
struggle he succeeded in getting suitable work here. He is well- 
advanced in Christian knowledge, having been a teacher in a mission 
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school for some time. He is a power for good, owing to his influence 
with the Jews and his success in bringing them to examine the truth. 
C. bought an Arabic New Testament, which he keeps in a 
drawer at his work and reads whenever he has an opportunity. He 
is employed by his brother, of whom he is in great fear: if he could 
obtain other employment, the sole obstacle to his baptism would 
be removed. D. is aSyrian Jew who has read the Gospels in Hebrew, 
and wishes to be baptized, but his work is not sufficiently settled at 
present. It is hoped that he will be introduced to a Hebrew Christian 
employer, and then, if accepted, the way will be open for his baptism. 
E. is an old scholar from the Society’s Jerusalem schools, an earnest 
believer and a witness for the truth in her home. At present she is 
prevented from receiving baptism by the attitude of her husband, 
who is aninfidel. In spite of this, they are very devoted to one another, 
and he always welcomes Mr. Thomas in a friendly way to discuss 
with him the claims of Christianity. On one occasion when Mr. Thomas 
was speaking about prayer, the eldest boy, said, ‘‘I have prayed and 
received an answer; I asked God for work, and He gavo it me—£2 
a month!” The mother has taught all her children to pray. 


Enquirers. 


The following are amongst the enquirers. A., whose father and 
grandfather were rabbis, was instructed originally with a view to the 
rabbinate, but is now earnestly seeking to know the truth. ‘‘The 
Jews,” he says, ‘‘are like people arguing about a melon: one says, 
‘Shake it,’ to tell whether it is good; another says, ‘Weigh it.’ I say, 
‘Cut it open and taste it, and then you will know ;’ and that is what 
I am going to do with Christianity.”’ 3B. once seized a Bible and tore 
it up in anger; but has since become so changed that he has often 
invited Mr. Thomas into his shop. He has read the New Testament 
in Arabic, and his feeling toward Christianity has undergone a further 
change ; he takes pleasure in reading the Gospels and is impressed 
with the patience of missionaries. ‘‘They are like their Master” 
(pointing to the New Testament) ‘‘if one strikes them on the face they 
still go on; if one tears up their Book, they persist still in giving their 
message.” He was not aware that Mr. Thomas knew he had torn up 
a Bible at a mission service ! 


«‘ Blinded in part.”’ 


Many fanatical Jews are attracted by the Gospel ; amongst these are 
A. a young Talmudic Jew, ‘jealous of the traditions of the fathers.”’ 
He came several times in the summer, apparently with the intention 
of converting Mr. Thomas to Judaism. B. isa rabbi who was asked 
to read the New Testament, thinking he might be impressed with its 
beauty. Unwillingly he opened the forbidden book and came across 
St. Matthew v. 8, ‘‘ Blessed are the pure in heart.”” “Is not that good 
teaching ?”’ he wasasked. ‘‘ No,” he replied, ‘‘ it cannot be because 
it comes in that book.”

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Old scholars. 


The monthly letter to the old scholars from our Jerusalem schools has 


been received in such manner by the faithful ones, as to justify its 
continuance. 


Hebrew Christians. 


There is now, as a result of the mission, a living seed of Christian 
‘truth in the Jewish community itself; and the foundation stone has 
been laid of a Hebrew Christian Church. To the weekly prayer- 
meeting, three baptized converts, and two or three Jewish enquirers 
come. This lamp of Christian testimony will carry its light into tho 
dark Moslem world. 


Moslem menace. "j 


Living in the very heart of Mohammedanism, the Jews naturally 
point to the protensions of the false prophet, as their first objection to 
Christianity. But may it not be that the Jews themselves are to solve 
this tremendous problem ? Every Jew who becomes a sincere Christian 
is a born missionary, preaching spontaneously wherever he goes. At 
present, there is one missionary for every 46,000 Moslems in this 
country. What a magnificent asset to the missionary cause would the 
Jews be, furnished with the natural gifts of language, fluency and 
persuasiveness, and equipped with the supernatural gifts of grace, 
truth and holiness, burning with the desire to make the name of Christ 
known and adored throughout the Moslem world!

New Testament. 


During the year the book depot was visited by 2,342 Jews, 1,150 
Jewesses, and 1,285 Arabs. Many were seriously interested, an 
one said: ‘‘I never had a very good opinion of you or your’ 
religion, but since I have come to the book depot my mind has 
changed, and I really like reading the New Testament.”” Another 
said to a co-religionist: ‘‘I never fail, when I return home, to repeat 
the conversations I have heard here, and do my best to make the 
prophecies concerning the Messiah clear, and God gives me the courage 
to say frankly that the Messiah is none other than Jesus of Nazareth.” 
A Jew to whom was offered a New Testament, after turning over its 
pages, said: ‘‘I know this book, and never wish to read it!” but 
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the reply was, ‘‘ It speaks of the Messiah, the Son of David, who loved 
you so, that He died for you!” He replied: ‘ Does this book speak 
of the Son of David? I was told it only spoke of Jesus of Nazareth.” 
He then took the book to see whether Jesus was the Son of David. 
Many thousands of Jews here know that Jesus the Messiah is not 
to be confounded with rabbinical legends, and that in order to know 
the truth about Him they must go to the Word of God, and 
compare the prophecies with the New Testament.

Opposition. 
In the Mellah opposition is often met with. Thus a Jew said: 
‘Ts it not written: ‘Thou shalt not make unto thyself any graven 


image,’ but you have them in your churches, you walk about the streets 
with a cross, and you bow down to images?”’ Another Jew who was 
present replied: ‘‘You do not know what you are talking about— 
do not confound the abuses of the Spanish religion with the Christians 
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of the New Testament. If you will read this book,” he continued, 
“you will see that Jesus of Nazareth said: ‘God is a Spirit; and 
they that worship Him must worship Him in Spirit and in truth,’ and 
this is what the Christians of the New Testament do.” A rich Jew, 
who had studied the Gospel, said: ‘‘Jesus was a fanatic! He despised 
the rich; did He not say: woe unto you that are rich! for ye have 
received your consolation?’” ‘‘Our Lord,” Mr. Zerbib replied, 
‘‘never despised a human creature; He was love itself; He was 
never against moderation in ease which had been gained by honest 
toil. You have read the Gospel and must have seen that He went 
to the rich Pharisees and eat with them. He was a friend of Joseph 
of Arimathza. What the Messiah Jesus dwelt upon was the danger 
of riches.” 


Distribution of literature. 


The circulation of Holy Scriptures realized £29 15s.; 218 Bibles, 
60 Pentateuchs, 300 Haphtorahs, 175 Psalters, all in Hebrew were 
sold. 18 Bibles, 13 Pentateuchs, 20 Haphtorahs, 25 Psalters, 800 
New Testaments, 410 Gospels, 110 Book of Common Prayer, 197 
Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s Progress, 137 Old Paths, and 12,700 tracts, 
all in Hebrew; 4 Bibles, 6 New Testaments, 14 Psalters, and 
2,700 Gospels, in Arabic; 2 New Testaments, and 136 Gospels in 
English; 14 Bibles, 23 New Testaments, and 450 tracts, in French ; 
and 350 tracts in Hebrew-Arabic were given away. 


Colportage. 


The colporteur went to Tangier and Casablanca, and visited with 
his books, houses, synagogues and shops. The sale and circulation 
of the Scriptures in the eighteen little depéts in the Atlas mountains, 
and the extreme South where no European can penetrate, gave good 
results in spite of the roads being infested with brigands, which often 
prevented literature being sent. The Jews travelling in these parts 
are obliged to pay exorbitant tolls, and those who come from the 
interior are in great poverty from want of business, therefore the 
Scriptures and tracts, when they have a desire to read them, 
are given to them. 


Incidents. 


A rabbi who was offered a tract said: ‘‘The young people do not 
study our traditions any more; we do not know what to do to ameliorate 
this sad state of things.” ‘‘The remedy is the Gospel,” Mr. Zerbib 
replied, ‘‘all others are useless.” The rabbithen said, ‘ Listening 
to you really makes one long to read the New Testament, and this 
I will do.” Another said: ‘‘One must have bread and meat before 
reading your Bible.” ‘‘ But is it not written,” the missionary replied, 
‘““*Man doth not live by bread alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of the Lord doth man live.’”’ The 
Jew said with shame: ‘‘ You are a better Jew and son of Abraham 
than I am, and I undo my words—I will buy a Bible.” 
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‘Tunis.

New mission house. 


=*The Centenary year has been marked by the building of the new 
mission house. This seems to have stirred up the Jews, as never 
before have there been such efforts made by the Jewish press to 
warn the people against the mission. The articles stated facts. 
They acknowledged the Society’s schools were good, that the teachers 
were really interested in their pupils and worked with love and devo- 
tion, but that the danger was in the distinctly religious influence,’as 
the children were systematically taught that Jesus was the Messiah, 
and that in all probability many of these children would abandon 
Judaism. This caused no falling off in numbers, indeed many girls had 
to be refused admission, but amongst both boys and girls there arose 
much opposition, which was very trying to the teachers. 

Some young men came to the mission house regularly. One of those, 
sent to Mr. Dolman at Hamburg, has written from the Industrial 
Home to say that he has asked the Lord to change his heart so that 
he may no more go astray. 


New book depot. 


The new depot is a splendid centre for work, thousands of: people 
pass daily, and at least a third are Jews. On Saturday mornings 
great crowds listen to the discussions for two hours or more. In spite 
of interruptions ana disturbances there have been excellent opportuni- 
ties to explain the character of Christianity, and to shew from the 
Scriptures that the Messiah must have come, and that none can claim 
so much right to be looked upon by the Jews as the Messiah as Jesus 
of Nazareth. The colporteur often has to bear shame for his faithful 
witness. One day a Jew spat in his face, saying, ‘‘ Cursed be the 
womb that bear thee.” 

In this work and in conversations much freethought is met with. 
Voices out of the midst of even those who are still orthodox are 
heard saying: ‘‘Who'is God?” and “I do not believe that 
the Bible is the Word of God.” 


Encouragements. 

One of the converts of this mission, John Lozatto, has gone to 
Mogador to work under Mr. Zerbib, as colporteur and depdét-keeper. 
He has approved himself to be an earnest, humble, devoted Christian. 
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The new colporteur has made his first journey, and has visited 
several of the most important towns of the Regency. He sold a good 
many books and had many conversations. 


Superstitious practices. 

Miss Meth once was surrounded in the school court by a crowd of 
Jews and Jewesses who began to blaspheme Christ, and when 
they quieted down a little, she said, ‘‘ Friends, I cannot answer your 
blasphemies, but I tell you ‘God will be judge between you and me 
about this, and He will avenge the glory of His Son.’”’ Upon this 
they dispersed. The following day there was unusual native music 
with pipes and drums, and when Miss Meth asked the reason, some- 
one told her it was to drive away the evil spirits which might have 
come upon them in consequence of her cursing them the preceding 
day. ‘‘I have been cursing you!—oh, no, I have been asking 
God to forgive you, but it was my duty to remind you that your 
blasphemy would call down the judgment of God unless you 
repented.”” The occurrence throws a light upon the false conceptions 
and the superstitious practices of these ‘Tunisian Jews. 


School work. 

2,554 boys have come to the school since it was opened. There 
are now 84 on the register. Of four who were presented this year 
at the public Government examinations, three obtained their certifi- 
cates. From a religious point of view, the results have been very 
encouraging. A lady who visited the school said to the boys of the 


first class, ‘‘Do you know who Christ is?” ‘‘ Yes,” answered 
several, ‘‘ He is the Son of God, and He came on earth to save men.” 
“Can you believe that He came for you also?” ‘‘ Yes, we have 


learned from the prophecies that He came first for us, only it is hard 
for us to understand why our forefathers crucified Him. We see 
from the Scriptures that you are right, but what can we do against 
the will of our parents, and does not God command us to love our 
fathers and mothers?” This is one of the difficulties we meet 
in work amongst the boys. Tunisian Jews pay more attention to 
the religious influence which Christianity might have over their boys, 
than to that over the girls. 


Teaching appreciated. 

On the re-opening of the school, some of the parents of the elder 
boys wanted to send them to other schools, but they begged that they 
might come back. This is a sign of real attachment, and shews 
appreciation of the teaching. It has been a disappointment to lose a 
well-disposed boy. Several times he had declared before his school- 
fellows that he believed Jesus to be the Messiah. He is very gifted, 
and has gone through the whole school, and has successfully passed 
the Government examination. His father is not against the mission, 
and sometime ago, when one of his sons asked him about Jesus 
Christ, he replied, ‘‘ Your master teaches you the truth.” The 
school of the Alliance Israélite, knowing that this boy had left,

proposed to carry him on in his studies gratuitously, until he had 
obtained his diploma of teacher. The family being poor, accepted 
this offer. Some means of retaining the elder boys, such as a work- 
shop or a carpet-weaving class is sorely needed. The cost might be 
covered by the receipts. It is so sad to see boys leave just at the 
moment when they are inclined to become Christians.

NEW MISSION HOUSE, 


A great change. 


One of the most difficult boys, whom even his father could not 
manage in spite of much beating, has undergone a great change. He 
is now one of the first in his class. He was very naughty at home, 
especially with his stepmother. One of the teachers asked him the 
following questions:—‘‘ Who cooks the food you find ready when 
coming home? who makes and mends your clothes?” Each time 
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he was more astonished, and answered: ‘‘It is my father’s wife.” 
“Well answered, and you, what do you do for her?” The boy was 
dumb ; it had never occurred to him that he had a debt of gratitude 
toward his father’s wife, and since then he has tried to be better. 
This same boy having listened with great attention when his mistress 
related the birth of Christ, asked her whence she knew this nice story, 
and was much astonished on hearing that it was not made-up, but a 
fact transmitted by Jews who lived in those days. 


Result of teaching. 

A small room has had to be hired for school purposes. It was formerly 
used as a synagogue, and Jews affirmed that it was a profanation, and 
that the teachers would die and the children would leave. One of 
the boys said there would in any case be a difference, since the Jews 
who had so far prayed there had done it only with their lips, whilst 
the followers of the Messiah, worshipped God in spirit and in truth. 
It is no little result when children begin to think rightly for themselves. 


Girls’ school. 

The school lessons have been regularly attended by about a 
hundred and fifty girls, most of whom take real pleasure in learning. 
They are very attentive during the Bible lessons, and learn texts. 
Now and then they seem to doubt, but sometimes are quite convinced 
with the proofs of the New Testament passages when referred to in 
the Old Testament. Old Jewish traditions and rabbinic ordinances 
exercise a great influence over them. In some hearts real interest is 
shewn in reading the Word of God, and there has been less opposi- 
tion than at the beginning of the school year. In the Sunday school 
many of the elder girls ask to be allowed to learn Psalms by heart. 

A number of the elder girls of the school come to the new mission- 
house, who love the Lord sincerely and have all suffered for Him. 
One of them is longing to be baptized. 


Many applicants refused. 

At the re-opening of the school after the long summer holidays it 
was very painful to be obliged to refuse admittance to so many who 
applied. Fifty new girls came in, and a hundred former pupils 
remained. Of those who left, some are wanted at home, some go to 
embroidery classes, where they are retained the whole day in order 
to earn a little later on, and some are taught dressmaking. 


Faithful convert. 

One of the pupil teachers has been a faithful follower of Christ 
for some years past, suffering much persecution. She has shewn 
much courage in coming to every religious meeting. She has fifty 
children in her class. 


Classes for Jewesses. 

Many girls came for instruction. For most it is their only opportu- 
nity to hear the Gospel. As much as possible they are visited 
in their homes, where there are good opportunities of speaking to 
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them and their parents about Christ. Former pupils came; they 
were very attentive, but afraid of each other. The fear of 
being called a Christian makes them shut their lips before others. 
Some mothers attended regularly. One says frankly that she believes 
in Christ. Though being poor herself, yet she tries to do good to 
others. She nursed a sick woman who, being dangerously ill, 
begged her to pray to the Messiah of whom she had heard. The 
Lord answered the prayer and the woman got well, to the great joy of 
this earnest Jewess. One elderly woman is always ready to listen to 
the Gospel. ‘<I do believe,” she will say in all simplicity, and this not 
merely to please, as is the case with others. 


Visitation. 


In some houses workers are welcomed and the women are glad to 
hear the Gospel; in others there is hostility. In one house 
there was not even a Hebrew Bible, nothing but a torn-up portion of 
Isaiah was to be found, so the father asked his daughter to bring the 
French Bible which she used in school. The girl did not care to 
shew it, it was in a sad condition, and the New Testament torn 
off. The worker looked at the girl and said: ‘‘Is this the way you 
treat your Bible?” ‘Tell her,” a sister said, ‘‘ our nephew did it,” 
which was not true. 


Former pupils. 


Many former pupils say the time that they spent in the mission 
school was the happiest of their life, and that the hymns they learned 
were like prayers for them. A young woman, a former pupil, said 
to her father she hoped to be pardoned through the blood of 
Christ, whereupon her father cursed her. When talking of the 
earthquake in Italy, a girl said: ‘I cannot help thinking that you 
are right when you say Jesus is the Messiah, and perhaps He may 
come back soon.”’ In a village near Tunis lives a rabbi’s daughter, 
who has been in our school and is still well-disposed toward the 
Gospel. During a conversation about sin a woman in the same place 
said: ‘‘There is no such thing as sin, and if there was, God must at 
last pardon it. Sin is to change one’s religion as this woman’s 
husband did.”

During furlough. 


During absence of the head of the mission in England on furlough, 
the work was carried on by Messrs. Solomon and Berman under 
the wise and kind supervision of the Rev. G. Osborne Troop. 


Early encouragements. 
Mr. T. M. Rosenthal, who formerly was one of the Society’s 
parochial grantees in the Kast End of 
London, began work in Montreal in 
September. Amongst encouragements 
are the following:—A young man, 
who had been attending the mission 
for some time, used to be fond of 
quibbling at the Sunday Bible class. 
One day there was a marked change 
in him; he said, ‘‘I am now anxious 
to confess Christ as my Saviour.” On 
being asked how he had arrived at 
that conviction, he said, ‘‘I watched 
closely how you met objections with 
perfect proofs from the Word of 
God.” He has since received in- 
struction with a view to baptism, and 
is confessing his faith in Christ openly 
betore the Jews. 


Conversion of a Jew. 


An instance of almost immediate 
conversion is recorded. An elderly 
Talmudical Jew, who had never been 
in a mission hall before, after coming 
many times te Mr. Rosenthal, asked 
for a private interview; on that oc- 
casion he confessed his complete faith 
in Christ. In several letters which he 
has written since he has expressed his 
absolute conviction of our Lord’s 
Messiahship, and is praying that

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Classes for Jewesses. 


Mrs. Buchan-Hepburn, formerly a worker in the Society’s mission 
in London, joined the Montreal mission as a voluntary worker in the 
autumn. She has been able to begin educational classes for Jewesses 
which are held three evenings in the week, and are well attended.

Sewing classes. 


A weekly sewing-class was begun for school girls, of whom fourteen 
came regularly. After beginning with a hymn, texts were then 
learnt, and after the sewing was over there was a Bible lesson, The 
children were very attentive and quick in learning. Their ages 
vary from six to thirteen. 
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Jewish immigration. 

The influx of Jews into Canada continues without intermission ; 
ntiimbers of the new comers remain in Montreal, where there are now 
over 30,000. The religious condition of many is appalling, and the 
great need of reconciling poor, erring Israel, with their long-rejected 
Messiah is realised as never before. 


Methods of work. 

Meetings, Bible classes, night school, and work in the reading room, 
house-to house visitation and tract distribution—all were carried on 
with spiritual results. 


Baptisms. 


There were five baptisms during the year and three converts 
confirmed. Several enquirers are now under instruction, one of 
whom will be baptized soon. 


Evangelistic services. 

The evangelistic services were not only well attended, but 
the interest shewn by the Jews toward the Gospel increased. 
Special services were held during the feast of Passover, at which the 
attendance was very good ; the mission hall being crowded, when the 
preacher was the Bishop of Montreal. 


Reading room. 

By means of the reading room many were drawn to the 
mission, some of whom afterward joined the Bible class and 
became enquirers. In connexion with the reading room is a 
mission library which is much appreciated. Here is a quiet retreat 
for many Jews in which to study for themselves the claims of our 
Lord to be the Messiah. 


Night school. 

The night school continued to do good work, although the attendance 
was not so large as in previous years, on account of the Jews having 
opened a school of theirownnearby. Theclasses were always closed 
with a short Bible reading and prayer, and all remained until the end. 


Sewing school and boys’ club. 

The girls’ sewing school and boys’ club also made good 
progress, and there were many signs of the Holy Spirit working 
in the hearts of those who came. 


Visiting. 

The increasing desire of the Jews to discuss the™{claims of 
our Lord to be the Messiah was most encouraging. Many who at one 
time were indifferent and expressed contempt, are now secret believers. 
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Visitation. 

The Jews were visited in their homes and places of business by 
those who were able to speak in German. Missionary literature 
was distributed amongst them. 


Work amongst the emigrants. 


At Ottawa work is done on behalf of Jewish emigrants bound 
for the north-west of Canada. Mr. Neugewirtz generally made 
it a point to travel by the same train as they did, as far 
as Ottawa, and sometimes he was engaged for more than three hours 
in earnest conversation with them. A large number of tracts were 
gladly received. The Jews who were met afterward in the town 
often wrote to say how much they enjoyed the conversations and tracts 
given them. Some asked for Bibles and tracts for their friends.
